THE AMERICAN Thanksgiving fes- 

tival is a tradition 337 years old. 
It originated with a group of early 
Christian settlers who crossed a stormy 
ocean in search of religious freedom 
... and landed on the shores of the new 
world in the year 1620. 


They arrived at the onset of winter 
and hastily threw up crude cabin homes 
as protection against the bitter New 
England climate. Food stores dwin- 
dled and disease reaped a fearful toll. 
More than half their number perished 
in that first winter of lashing wind and 
snow. 


The dead were buried at night and 
the earth leveled over the graves, lest 
hostile Indians discover how pitifully 
reduced were their numbers. The story 
is told, however, of sharing scanty ra- 
tions with the Indian, Samoset, who 
came to them cold and hungry. 


At last winter passed and with the 
coming of spring, the singing of birds 
and the bursting of buds, hope revived. 
After the fall corn crop had been gath- 
ered, Governor Bradford of Plymouth 
Colony decreed a day of Thanksgiving. 


The announcement stirred the colony 
to beehive activity. Women spent days 
baking and cooking. Even the children 
are said to have been kept busy turn- 
ing the roasts on the spits in front of 
open fires. More than fourscore friend- 
ly Indians attended the festival, among 
whom was the Indian chief Massasoit. 
As their share of the feast, they brought 
wild turkeys and venison from the 
woods. 


When the rays of the sun appeared 
in the autumn sky, a cannon on a near- 
by hill fired a salute to the first Thanks- 
giving Day in America. A solemn pro- 
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cession moved to the meeting house for 
prayer and meditation before entering 
upon the festivities which the occasion 
provided. 


The first Thanksgiving was more 
than a feast. There were prayers and 
sermons and songs of praise. Worship 
occupies a prominent place in the tra- 
ditional celebration of Thanksgiving in 
America. It should not be neglected 
now. 


The celebration of the Pilgrims was 
like the igniting of a flame, kept alive 
by the spirit of worship in which it 
originated. Not until October 3, 1789 
was the principle given official recog- 
nition when George Washington issued 
what has been called, “the first Thanks- 


giving Proclamation.” 


During the years that intervened 
from 1620 the festival was kept alive, 
being irregularly celebrated by differ- 
ent colonies and communities. In 1789 
it was commemorated for the first time 
in all parts of the colonies. 


On Friday, September 25, 1789, 
Elias Boudinot, Congressman from the 
State of New Jersey, took the floor of 
the House of Representatives and de- 
clared that he “could not think of let- 
ting the session go by without offering 
an opportunity to all citizens of the 
United States to join, with one voice, 
in returning to Almighty God, their 
sincere thanks for the many blessings 
He had poured down upon them.” The 
following resolution was then submitted 
to the Congress by Mr. Boudinot: 


“Resolved, that a joint committee of 
both Houses be directed to wait upon 
the President of the United States, to 
request that he recommend to the peo- 
ple of the United States a day of pub- 
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lic thanksgiving and prayer, to be ob- 


served by acknowledging with grateful 
hearts the many signal favors of Al- 
mighty God, especially by affording 
them an opportunity peaceably to es. 
tablish a Constitution of Government 
for their safety and happiness.” 


Mr. Boudinot’s resolution was incor- 
porated into George Washington’s first 
Proclamation. Historical records give 
an account of the discussion which fol. 
lowed the introduction of the resolution, 


It was the opinion of a New England 
Congressman, Roger Sherman of Con- 
necticut, that the practice of Thanks- 
giving “on any signal event (was) not 
only a laudable one in itself, but war- 
ranted by a number of precedents in 
Holy Writ; for instance, the solemn 
thanksgiving and rejoicing which took 
place in the time of Solomon, after the 
building of the temple.” 


* * * 
THE AMERICAN PEOPLE are in- 


debted for the existence of an off- 
cial Thanksgiving holiday to a woman 
who fought for years to have it placed 
on the calendar. Her name was Sarah 
Josepha Hale. She is affectionately call- 
ed “The Mother of Thanksgiving.” 


Let it be remembered that Thanks- 
giving has not always been observed 
uniformly in the United States. As a 
national institution, it is only ninety- 
four years old, not having been estab- 
lished as a legal custom until 1863, 
when Abraham Lincoln issued a Pro- 
clamation at the instigation of Sarah 


Hale. 


The United States is the only Coun- 
try where a day of National Thanks- 
giving is proclaimed yearly by the 
Chief Executive. This Proclamation is 
confirmed by each of the Governors of 
the forty-eight States, Alaska, the Canal 
Zone and Island dependencies. 


But the fact remains that a saintly 
woman of rare courage first conceived 
the idea of a nationalized Thanksgiv- 
ing. When Sarah Hale started her cam- 
paign, she was editor of “Goodey’s 
Lady’s Book.” This was the most wide- 
ly circulated monthly journal of that 
period. She launched her campaign by 
writing editorials, and met with vigor- 
ous opposition. 


From 1789 to 1863, the observance 
of Thanksgiving was a matter of indif- 
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— 
HE FIGHT to save the Hoxsey can- 


cer treatment from destruction by 
the Food & Drug Administration has 
narrowed down to one point, one ques- 
tion, namely the difference (if there is 
a difference) between an external and 
an internal cancer. 


Medical groups who stand to take 
heavy financial losses when Hoxsey 
Chemotherapy gains general accep- 
tance, used to denounce the treatment 
as being entirely worthless. Now when 
pinned down, they limit themselves to 
the charge that it is worthless only in 
cases of external cancer. Why is this? 


Chemotherapy is known in medical 
circles to be the coming method for 
treating the dread disease, in view of 
the admitted failure of surgery and 
radiation. But a master plan appears to 
have been mapped to withhold it from 
the public until a program of financial 
control can be developed. Dr. Hoxsey’s 
insistence upon curing cancer now con- 
flicts with the plan. 


The United States Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare pub- 
lished, two years ago, a report entitled, 
“Meeting the Cancer Challenge,” which 
stated : 


“One of the main goals of cancer re- 
search is the discovery of drugs — that 
is, a method of Chemotherapy — which 
will seek out and destroy cancer tissue 
without injuring the other tissues in the 
patient. Such a discovery would be the 
ideal therapy, for not only could local- 
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ized cancer be treated without the un- 
desirable effects of surgery and radia- 
tion, but disseminated cancer could also 
be effectively treated ... 


“The cure of cancer still remains with 
surgery and radiation, but in contrast 
to the dismal outlook of a few years 
ago, Chemotherapy is regarded as a 
valuable adjunct to these methods. The 
therapeutic results obtained with the 
few drugs now available for clinical 
use have been far from ideal. Neverthe- 
less, they give encouragement to more 
intensive research on the chemotherapy 
of cancer.” 


A Wichita newspaper carried the fol- 
lowing paragraph in an article pub- 


lished October 9, 1957: 


“Addressing the annual meeting of 
the Sedgwick County Unit of the Amer- 
ican Cancer Society Wednesday, Dr. 
Terry Lilly, an authority in the field of 
cancer detection, said that work being 
done in the field of Chemotherapy 
shows the most promise of actually 
curing cancerous growths.”

Devious methods are being used to 
keep Hoxsey Chemotherapy from gain- 
ing acceptance, for the obvious reason 
stated above — that medical groups 
wish to make sure they control what- 
ever system replaces surgery and ra- 
diation. Enemies of the treatment are 
guilty of juggling and mishandling the 
facts. 

A great and serious deception is be- 
ing put over on the American people. 
It is great and serious because the 
health and very lives of forty-million 
cancer sufferers is at stake. The men 
responsible for perpetrating this hoax 
evidently thought the public would not 
be able to see through their scheme. 


As indicated above, enemies harp 
that the Hoxsey treatment is worthless 
only for “internal” cancer, which is 
tacit admission of its efficacy for “ex- 
ternal” purposes. 


The record shows that the treatment, 
as administered at the Fremont Chris- 
tian Clinic, cures both internal and ex- 
ternal cancer. This Clinic is located at 
5625 Melrose Ave., in Los Angeles. 
Why do enemies keep protesting its use 
for only internal cancer? The following 
facts will help bring the answer into 
focus. 


ONLY INTERNAL SUFFERERS 
HARASSED 


The first fact. George Larrick, Com- 
missioner of the Food & Drug Admin- 
istration, sends his agents into the 
homes of sick people taking the Hoxsey 
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treatment, for the purpose of conduct- 
ing interrogations. Many of these peo- 
ple have been made to feel that they 
were being threatened, browbeaten, in- 
timidated and perhaps guilty of break- 
ing some law. 


One such sufferer has sworn under 
oath that a Larrick man said, “the FBI 
would be back.” It is significant that 
Larrick only sends his men out to in- 
vestigate persons who have internal 
cancer. The external cases are ignored 
as they go their rounds. 


The next fact. Last year when the 
Food & Drug Administration had its 
“Warning” against the Hoxsey treat- 
ment posted on the bulletin boards of 
forty-six thousand Post Offices, and 
distributed in other ways, the treatment 
was condemned only in cases of internal 
cancer. Nothing was said about exter- 
nal cancer. 

These posters are a national dis- 
grace. They are false, misleading, hypo- 
critical and injurious to the health of 
the nation. Attorneys for Dr. Hoxsey 
have brought an action in the courts of 
Washington demanding that they be 
taken down. But the significant point 
is that they attack the treatment only 
when used for internal cases. 


Another fact. The Food & Drug Ad- 
ministration recently asked in Pennsyl- 
vania federal court, and was granted, 
a temporary injunction against the 
Hoxsey Cancer Clinic of that State. The 
action forbade treating persons having 
internal cancer from outside Pennsyl- 
vania. 

When John J. Haluska, manager of 
the Clinic, defaulted, the injunction 
was made permanent. Let it be noted 
that the prohibition was made to apply 


only to sufferers whose ailment was 
diagnosed internal. 
Other facts could be recited. In all 


legal battles, Government attorneys are 
these days dwelling solely upon inter- 
nal cancer, to the exclusion of external 
malignancies. 

Why?

Why do the persecutors admit 








THE ANSWER 


For an answer, it is necessary to re- 
view something that happened in fed- 
eral court at Dallas in December 1950. 


The United States Public Health 
Service had filed a complaint charging 
Dr. Harry M. Hoxsey with violating 
the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic 
Act by the “false and misleading” la- 
beling of medicines shipped in inter- 
state commerce. The charge had noth- 
ing to do with labels on bottles, but 
was based on two pamphlets mailed out 
detailing cases successfully treated. 


Dr. Hoxsey had a short time earlier 
won at Dallas, a libel suit against the 
Hearst Publications on the basis of 
cured patients whose testimony was 
given under oath. Both external and in- 
ternal cures were presented. This vic- 
tory apparently frightened and angered 
the interests responsible for trying to 
destroy the Hoxsey program. 


The case charging “false and mis- 
leading” labeling got under way on 
December 15, 1950 with Willian Haw- 
ley Atwell, an eight-one year old judge 
presiding. No more honest and reput- 
able jurist ever graced the American 
bench. It was a hard-fought case. 
Shrewd government attorneys used eve- 
ry weapon at their disposal, but Dr. 
Hoxsey was treated fairly and with 
truth on his side won a smashing vic- 
tory. 


The trial came to an end and both 
sides rested. Judge Atwell took the 
case under advisement. The following 
afternoon, in a tensely silent, packed 
courtroom, he read his “Findings of 
Fact and Conclusions of Law” in the 
case of U.S. vs. Harry Hoxsey. Point 
by point, they upheld the defense. He 
found as fact: 


“That the respondent’s treatment is 
not injurious. Some it cures and some 
it does not cure, and some it relieves 
somewhat. That respondents do not 
guarantee to cure. 


“That the statements contained in 
said labels so pleaded are neither false 
nor misleading. That if in doubt as to 
the effectuality of the treatment, they 


take the patient on trial, and frequently 
without charge to the patient.” 


In conclusion he held: “Nevertheless 
the facts disclosed by the testimony and 
found as above, as well as the failure 
of the Government to successfully carry 
the burden and show by a preponder- 
ance of the testimony the correctness 
of its charges, merits and must have a 
refusal of the injunctive relief sought 
and a dismissal of the bill, and such 
order and decree is accordingly an- 
nounced.” 


Government attorneys appealed 
Judge Atwell’s decision to the Fifth 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
of New Orleans. The prosecution seem- 
ed in no hurry, and the case was not ar- 
gued until November 26, 1951. Friends 
of the Hoxsey treatment, including 
cured patients in all parts of the Coun- 
try, could not imagine a reversal of 
Judge Atwell’s findings. 


In the meantime, Dr. Hoxsey had 
brought a libel suit against Dr. Morris 
Fishbein. Observers believe that the 
Fifth Circuit Court of Appeals deliber- 
ately waited until the Fishbein trial 
was about to close, to render its de- 
cision at a time when Dr. Hoxsey’s 
chances of winning might be injured. 


On July 31, 1952 the higher court 
dramatically announced that Judge At- 
well’s decision had been reversed. It 
was a devastating blow obviously timed 


to help Fishbein. 


The venerable jurist felt his court 
had been insulted and offered to enter 
an order for a mistrial but Dr. Hox- 
sey’s attorneys said go ahead. They won 
the case any way and Fishbein had to 
pay damages. 


Dr. Hoxsey carried the appeal to the 
United States Supreme Court but the 
high tribunal refused to hear his plea. 
Competent attorneys who have read the 
decision of the Fifth Circuit Court of 
Appeals insist that it is fatally defective 
— if the high tribunal sitting at Wash- 
ington would only listen! 


But there was one sentence in the 
July 31, 1952 decision that has made 
life miserable for men of the Food & 
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Drug Administration and other perse- 
cutors operating through the courts: 


“In any event, the government made 
no charge with reference to the powder 
or salve or to external or skin cancer. 
and contends here, correctly we think, 
that these eleven cases were irrelevant 
to the question in issue, which dealt 
solely with the efficacy of the black and 
pink drugs taken orally for the cure 
of internal cancer.” 


And that’s why Government prosecu- 


tors keep harping about the treatment 





worthless for internal cancer, 


being g 





omitting reference to external _malig- 
nancies. 


DOWNRIGHT DISHONESTY 


The methods used by men of the 
Food & Drug Administration are re- 
flected in the poster previously men- 
tioned, put up in the Post Offices of 
the United States, one paragraph of 
which reads as follows: 


“Sufferers from cancer, their famil- 
ies, physicians and all concerned with 
the care of cancer patients are hereby 
advised and warned that the Hoxsey 
treatment for INTERNAL cancer has 
been found worthless by two Federal 
courts.” 


The two federal courts are (1) the 
decision of the Fifth Circuit Court of 


Appeals reversing Judge Atwell and 
(2) the trial in Pittsburgh, Pennsyl- 


vania during the latter part of 1956. 


To be fair, the men responsible for 
the posters should have explained about 
the verdict reached in Judge Atwell’s 
court at Dallas based upon the pres- 
ence of cured patients on the witness 
stand. 


They should have explained how the 
case was lost at New Orleans and that 
the United States Supreme Court later 
refused to consider an appeal. To have 
fully discharged their responsibility as 
paid public servants. they could have 
very well reviewed the testimony of the 


cured persons who appeared before 
Judge Atwell. On an issue of such 


grave importance. the American people 
are entitled to all the facts. 


With regard to the Pittsburgh trial. 
it should be noted the jury’s findings 
were based upon considerations other 
than the therapeutic value of the treat- 
ment, that the case has been appealed 
to a higher court. 





It should also have | 


been explaine -d that the instructions of | 


the Judge to the jury made impossible 
a decision favorable to the Hoxsey 


forces. Had men of the Food & Drug 


Administration wished to be fair. they 


would have made known the true facts | 


about the Pittsburgh trial. 


These men have placed themselves 


in the position of trying to destroy a 





cure for external cancer, on the false 
charge that it fails to cure internal 
cancer! 


If Food & Drug men were sincere, 
they would shout from the housetops 
that a cure for external cancer has been 
discovered. This is the least that taxpay- 
ers would have a right to expect from 
their paid public servants. 

If they really want to help solve the 
Country’s health problem at cancer 
levels, let them, without further delay, 
put up forty-six thousand posters pro- 
claiming hope for external cancer suf- 
ferers.

The Hoxsey cancer treatment began 
at once to be administered on the prem- 
ises. From that date until the present 
writing, the Food & Drug Administra- 
tion has by harassment and _vilifica- 
tion, inside and outside the courts, 
done everything in its power to close 
the Clinic. 

Senator Haluska has been subjected 
to what at times appeared unbearable 
pressure and persecution. 

On October 2, 1957 he yielded to the

personally. His action came as a com- 





plete surprise. 


Dr. Hoxsey had no connection with 
the Portage Clinic, financially or other- 
wise. He granted the use of his name, 
and gave the Hoxsey formulas and 
techniques for treating cancer without 
cost. He has received no compensation 
from the operation of the institution 
beyond the knowledge that pain and 
suffering were being relieved. 


To say that friends of the Portage 
Clinic were stunned by Senator Halus- 
ka’s decision to disassociate himself 
from Dr. Hoxsey and discontinue use 
of the treatment, is an understatement 
of fact.

A TRIAL IN PROGRESS 


The Senator announced his action of 
October 2nd under dramatic circum- 
stances. 

A hard-fought trial was in progress 
at Pittsburgh. The Food & Drug Ad- 
ministration, having secured a tempor- 
ary restraining order against the Port- 
age Clinic on May 28, 1957, was trying 
to make it permanent. Vincent Casey, 
the Pittsburgh attorney who represent- 
ed the Hoxsey forces (and lost) in the 
now famous, “Pittsburgh Trial” late 
last year, was directing the defense. 

Attorney James Laughlin of Wash- 
ington, D.C., had been asked by Sena- 
tor Haluska to assist. There were indi- 
cations that Mr. Casey resented Mr. 
Laughlin’s presence. 

It will be recalled that friends of the 
Hoxsey treatment everywhere took new 
hope and courage earlier this year, 
when Mr. Laughlin entered the fight at 
legal levels. Regarded as one of the 
most brilliant, honest, courageous and 
resourceful attorneys in the Country, 
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he immediately launched a series of 
court actions designed to end question- 
able procedures by the Food & Drug 
Administration and put certain men in 
this branch of the Government on the 
defensive. 


In addition to assisting in the case 
to protect the Clinic against a perma- 
nent restraining order, Mr. Laughlin 
filed four suits, every one of which was 
regarded by competent attorneys as 
valid: 

(1) An action to set aside the deci- 
sion of last year’s “Pittsburgh Trial” 
in which Judge John L. Miller gave in- 
structions to the jury that made im- 
possible a verdict favorable to the Port- 
age Clinic. During the closing hours 
of this trial, an effort was made to tam- 
per with a juror. The matter was 
promptly reported to Mr. Casey but he 
refused to act. When Mr. Laughlin en- 
tered the fight, he used this set of facts 
as grounds for demanding a new trial. 
The matter was pending in the courts 
when Senator Haluska reversed every- 
thing. 

(2) An action to restrain Food & 
Drug agents from barging into the 
homes of sick people taking the Hoxsey 
treatment, for the alleged purpose of 
making “interrogations.” Many such 
sufferers have been made to feel that 
they were being unduly harassed, there- 
by adding to their discomfort and phys- 
ical danger. Some professed to have 








been threatened with prosecution for 
taking the Hoxsey treatment. Mr. 
Laughlin supported his allegations by | 
affidavits assembled from patients re {| 
siding in different parts of the Country. | 


(3) An action to restrain Food & 
Drug officials at Washington from re- 
cording telephone conversations under 
circumstances which Mr. Laughlin con- 
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sidered questionable and probably il- 
legal. His civil suit, filed in District 
Court at the Nation’s Capital, consisted 
of two parts: 


(a) “Motion to Prohibit Food & 
Drug Administration from Recording 
Telephone Conversations: Now comes 
the plaintiff and moves the Court for 
an order prohibiting the Food & Drug 
Administration from _ recording tele- 
phone conversations of counsel for the 
plaintiff. Reference is made to affidavit 
of James J. Laughlin annexed hereto 
and made a part hereof. 


“Unless the Court grants the relief 
sought in this motion, counsel will be 
restricted in the conduct of the various 
litigation affecting our clients and the 
Food and Drug Administration. It is 
necessary to call the various officials of 
the Food and Drug Administration at 
various times and if the telephone con- 
versations are being recorded, there 
will not be a free and voluntary ex- 
change of views that would otherwise 
prevail.” 


(b) “Affidavit of James J. Laughlin: 
James J. Laughlin, being first duly 
sworn on oath, deposes and says that 
he was present in the courtroom of the 
United States Court of Appeals for the 
Third Circuit on Tuesday, September 
3, 1957 and was at that time advised 
by William W. Goodrich, Esq., that it 
was the policy of his office to record 
telephone conversations and in this con- 
nection affiant was informed that a 
telephone call made by Mr. Albert J. 
Ahern at the direction of the affiant to 
Mr. Goodrich in an effort to work out 
a compromise of certain litigation had 
been recorded. Affiant was absolutely 
stunned when he found out about this.” 

Mr. Ahern is Mr. Laughlin’s law 
partner. Mr. Goodrich is an attorney 


for the Food & Drug Administration. 











The three foregoing suits were 
brought on behalf of the Hoxsey Can- 
cer Clinic of Portage with the full 
knowledge, approval and enthusiastic 
support of Senator Haluska. 


Mr. Laughlin has also filed a fourth 
suit for Dr. Hoxsey personally, demand- 
ing that Food & Drug men take down 
the smear posters put up in forty-six 
thousand Post Offices to degrade the 
treatment. They have been denounced 
as false, misleading, libelous and in- 
jurious to the health of the American 
people. 





HALUSKA’S AMAZING “DEAL” 


As previously stated, the trial over 
the permanent restraining order was in 
progress at Pittsburgh, when on Octo- 
ber 2nd, Senator Haluska came into 
the courtroom and informed counsel 
that he had made a “deal” with the 
United States Attorney of Pennsylvania 
to end the hearings. 


Mr. Laughlin had not been advised 
that any such move was contemplated. 
Dr. Hoxsey was not consulted. The 
idea seems to have originated solely 
with the Senator. 


He informed Mr. Laughlin of a con- 
versation just concluded with Malcolm 
Anderson, in which a deal had been 
reached. One observer called it the 
kind of a deal a prize fighter makes 
when he throws in the sponge ... or 
that of the frog and the snake when 
the latter swallows the former. 


The deal provided that all three of 
the suits (previously described ) 
brought by Mr. Laughlin for the Port- 
age Clinic, would be immediately dis- 
missed. 

It provided that the Clinic could no 
longer publicize any kind of a cancer 
remedy. 

It provided, in the language of Mal- 
colm Anderson “that the Hoxsey can- 
cer treatment has been completely dis- 
credited and cannot be used in the 
treatment of patients coming from 
other States.” 


In a word, the temporary injunction 
of May 28, 1957 which had hung like 
a millstone around the neck of the Clin- 
ic was made “permanent.” The final 
order of the court stated in part: 

“The plaintiffs complaint praying 
for a permanent injunction having 
come on for hearing and the testimony 
of the plaintiff having been taken, the 
defendants indicated a desire to con- 
sent to the entry of a decree of perma- 
nent injunction in the manner and form 
prayed for by the plaintiff: 


“It Is Therefore Ordered that the de- 
fendants, Hoxsey Cancer Clinic, Inc., 
a corporation, and John J. Haluska, 
Philip Stager, Samuel Einhorn, John 
H. Benko, Delmar Randall, and Harold 
Galbraith, individuals, and their ofh- 
cers, agents, servants, employees, rep- 
resentatives, and all other persons in 
active concert or participation with 
them, or any of them, be and they are 
hereby perpetually enjoined and re- 
strained from directly or indirectly, in- 
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troducing or causing to be introduced | 
and delivering or causing to be deliver- 
ed for introduction into interstate com- 


merce, and more particularly delivering 


or causing to be delivered to any pa- | 


tient or customer living outside the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania for 
transportation in interstate commerce, 


in violation of Section 301 (a) of said | 


Act (21 U.S.C. 331(a)), the articles of 
drug known as the Hoxsey treatment 
for internal cancer, and any, other ar- 
ticles of drug, the labeling of which 
represents or suggests that the said 
drugs comprise the Hoxsey treatment 
for internal cancer in man, and any 
other drug or similar composition .. .” 


As is their custom, the persecutors 
and prosecutors in this instance, omit- 
ted reference to “external” cancer but. 
according to Malcolm Anderson, ex- 
pected to make it appear that no type 
of cancer could be treated at Portage 
from outside of Pennsylvania. 


According to latest reports, local au- 
thorities are now being goaded to re- 
strict the Clinic from treating patients 
residing inside the State. The Phila- 
delphia Inquirer sounded off on this 
line editorially two days after Senator 
Haluska gave up: 


“The Portage Clinic was dealt an- 
other blow the other day when Federal 
Judge John L. Miller in Pittsburgh, is- 
sued a permanent injunction forbid- 
ling it to administer treatment to out- 
of-State patients. Apparently the Penn- 
sylvania courts will have to deal with 
the work of the agency within the 
State. 

“Haluska, as administrator of the 
Clinic, agreed to cease shipment of the 
pills to persons living outside the Com- 
monwealth. If the pills are as useless 
as the restriction on inter-State traffic 
would seem to imply, it is only reason- 
able to suppose something should be 
done to protect residents of our own 
State.” 


JUDGE MILLER CHALLENGED 


It will be noted by the above editor- 
ial quotation that this trial was held 
in the court, of the same Judge John L. 
Miller. whom the Hoxsey forces faced 
at the “Pittsburgh Trial” of last year. 


lenged will step aside and let some 
other jurist hear the case, but Judge 
Miller decided to stay on, giving as his 
reason the fact that co-counsel, Vincent 
Casey, refused to join Mr. Laughlin in 
the demand. 


The document, prepared by Mr. 
Laughlin and signed by Senator Ha- 
luska, said in part: 


“Affidavit of Bias and Prejudice: The 
defendant John J. Haluska, President 
of the Hoxsey Cancer Clinic, Inc., Port- 
age, Pennsylvania, defendant. and John 
J. Haluska, individually as defendant, 
says unto the Court ... 


“Your afhant says unto the Court 
that the Honorable John L. Miller, be- 
fore whom the present trial has been 
certified, has a personal bias and pre- 
judice against your affiant and in favor 
of the adverse party and that your af- 
fiant cannot receive a fair trial before 


said Judge Miller. 


“Your afhant says further that in 
support of said allegation of bias and 
prejudice that on April 30, 1956 ... 
the said Judge Miller did evince pre- 
judice, malice and ill will toward af- 
fiant and in support of this, affant 
calls attention to the Portage Dispatch, 
Portage, Pennsylvania, March 1, 1956, 
and the same Judge made the following 
statement: ‘State Senator John J. Ha- 
luska committed a flagrant, cynical 
abuse of the Fifth Amendment.’ thus 
evidencing his hostility toward your 
afhant. The said afhant was entirely 
justified in invoking the Fifth Amend- 
ment in view of the circumstances then 
existing and the harassment to which 
he had been subjected. 


“Affiant says further in the article 
appearing in the Portage Dispatch. 
Portage, Pennsylvania, it quoted Judge 
Miller as saying: ‘If the Senator’s re- 
peated statements could be believed it 
would appear that a claim of privilege 
against self-incrimination was based en- 
tirely on a contemptuous disregard for 
and refusal to comply with an order of 
this court.’ : 

“A ffiant that these remarks 
further indicate prejudice toward af- 
fiant by Judge Miller and affiant says 
further that credibility will loom large

Mr. Laughlin sought to have him dis- 
qualified at the start by filing a Motion | 
of Bias and Prejudice. | 

Ordinarily a Judge who is thus chal- 
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in the trial of this case, and inasmuch 
as afhant will be a witness in this cause, 
Judge Miller would have to pass upon 
his credibility and affiant says that he 
has indicated by the statement above 
referred to a disregard for the credi- 
bility, reliability and truth-telling of 
the affiant and it follows, therefore. in 
the opinion of afhant, that he could not 
deal fairly, impartially and justly with 
afhant, with the other defendants and 
with the Hoxsey Cancer Clinic at Port- 
age, Pennsylvania.” 

This Motion of Bias and Prejudice 
also noted that the book, “The Pitts. 
burgh Trial,” contained statements de- 
fending the Senator and criticizing the 
handling of the case from the bench, 
which Judge Miller condemned. The 
document also contained legal citations 
setting forth reasons why he should 
step down. 


IN THE JUDGE’S CHAMBERS 


When Judge Miller learned that 
United States Attorney Anderson and 
Senator Haluska were negotiating pri- 
vately, he summoned attorneys for both 
sides into his chambers. The provisions 
of the proposed deal were set forth. 


Food & Drug attorney Goodrich, ap- 
parently stung by not having been con- 
sulted, said things to Mr. Anderson 
which the latter considered objection- 
able and thereupon retired from the 
room. Judge Miller sent a messenger 
ordering him to return. 

Mr. Goodrich then left in a huff and 
never came back. Judge Miller evinced 
pleasure over the turn of events and 
spoke in gracious and commendatory 
terms of the Senator. 

The Defender Magazine is receiving 
letters severely criticizing Senator Ha- 
luska. He is known to have removed 
the Hoxsey treatment from the Portage 
Clinic, at the same time manifesting a 
hostile attitude toward Dr. Hoxsey per- 
sonally. He has also announced plans 
for making the race for Congress in the 
next national election. 

Before being too harsh with the Sen- 
ator, well-meaning friends of the Hox- 
sey treatment should carefully consider 


the pressure to which he has been sub- | 


jected the last two and a half years.

“Neither were thankful.” Romans 1:21. 
HE SECULAR HISTORIANS re- 


cord the decline and fall of the an- 
cient world, and they advance a variety 
of reasons. But none of them, so far 
as I know, gives the reason. 





But here in this first chapter of 
Romans the inspired pen of the Apos- 
tle Paul, clean of conjecture and super- 
fluity tells those who wish to know, 
why the ancient world decomposed and 
perished in the polluted flood of its 
own filth. He gives the reason: “Be- 
cause that, when they knew God, they 
glorified him not as God, neither were 


thankful ...” 


The first step that world took toward 
its degeneracy was its failure to re- 
spond by worship to the revelation 
which God gave it of Himself. The 
second step was ingratitude. Both are 
negative sins. The ancient world per- 
ished’, not because of what it did do; 
it perished because of what it did not 
do. What it did do was the foul fruits 
of what it had not done. 


Thanksgiving. therefore, is not a spir- 
itual or moral luxury which men may 
take or reject according to their in- 
clinations. Thanksgiving is not a spir- 
itual or moral dessert which men may 
accept or refuse. Thanksgiving is not 
a spiritual or moral ornament. 


Thanksgiving is the very bread and 
meat of spiritual and moral life. 
Thanksgiving is the vitamin, and the 
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decisive vitamin, that neutralizes and 
counteracts the progress of the seed 
of disintegration latent in every per- 
sonality. 


Who has seen a thankful son behind 
prison bars? Who has seen a thankful 
daughter clothed in shame? Who has 
seen thankful parents living in mutual 
strife? Who has seen a thankful min- 
ister turn away from his plowing? Who 
has seen a thankful Christian warming 
himself by the enemy’s fire? Who has 
seen a thankful man turn from disci- 
plined, ethical living to a life of deceit, 
sham and fraud? 


Thanksgiving is as basic and central 
as that. I deeply wish more of my 
countrymen could see, appreciate, and 
apply this foundational truth. 


TAKING THINGS FOR GRANTED 


What an ungrateful people we are. 
A deep and genuine sense of gratitude 
is as foreign to the daily routine of 
most of us as to pigs rooting in the 
orchard. We have about the same sense 
of gratitude for bread on the table as 
they for apples on the ground. We 
take everything for granted, take every- 
thing as a matter of course. 


We take everything without a sense 
of wonder, appreciation and_thanks- 
giving; without wonder at the Cause 
behind everything; without apprecia- 
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tion that the omnipotent God not only 
flings constellations and systems into 
infinite space and knows each star by 
name, but that the same God gives the 
raven its meat in due season, looks with 
pity on the sparrow’s fall, and has His 
eyes on the poor with their new patches 
and old garments; without thanksgiv- 
ing that we, unlike the winged creatur- 
es of the heavens and the four-footed 
beasts of the field, were conceived and 
fashioned in His very image. 


Husbands take the wife for granted, 
take her neat house, her clean beds, 
her wholesome and tasty meals — they 
take it all for granted. And wives take 
the sober, hard-working, clean-living 
husband for granted. And the children 
take their kind and generous parents 
for granted, until they are left alone 
with the two graves and their memor- 
ies. 


It is not only wrong, it is cruelly 
wrong. Secular, as well as the sacred 
writers, are unanimous in pointing to 
ingratitude as the basest of all sins. 
The unexcelled genius of Shakespeare 
branded ingratitude as the worst of all 
vices: 


| hate ingratitude more in man 

Than lying, vainness, babbling, 
drunkenness, 

Or any taint of vice. 


The cruelest thorn that pierced the 
heart of the Son of man was the thorn 
of ingratitude. “Were there not ten 
cleansed? but where are the nine? 
There are not found that returned to 
give glory to God, save this stranger.” 
“Yea, mine own familiar friend, in 
whom I trusted, which did eat of my 
bread, hath lifted up his heel against 
me.” 


The thorns pierced His brow, and 
the nails pierced His hands, and the 
nails pierced His feet, and the spear 
pierced His side, but ingratitude 
pierced His heart! 


A PERSONAL EXPERIENCE 


Ah me, I have to confess to you that 
the loneliest, most isolated moments 
of my life have been, and are, those 
moments that carry my memories back 
through the mysterious years to my 
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childhood and there point out to me 
the times when the love and care of my 
father and mother appealed for ex- 
pressions of gratitude that were not 
given. 


I never shall forget one such time. 
It was late at night. I was sitting up- 
stairs in a reverie. After a little while 
I casually reached on the table and 
took from it a worn, yellowed envelope 
of old pictures. I instinctively fingered 
through them as a mother fingers 
through the ribbons and lace and dress- 
es her grown children wore when they 
were little and holding to her apron 
strings. 


I came across one so appealing that 
it was a long time before I could lay 
it down; and when I finally did lay it 
down, I did not look at another. It 
haunts me to this day. It was a picture 
of my father. As I sat there gazing at 
it, my memory trailed back to the 
public square, in a Tennessee town, 
where it was made. I remembered when 
and where, he had it made. It was un- 
der a carnival tent, and it cost him 
25 cents. He couldn’t afford much more 
than that for a picture; and the truth 
was, there was no demand for his pic- 
ture anyhow. But somehow he thought 
he might spend a quarter for one, since 
that week there was something unusual 
going on in town. 


The eyes, tinged with sadness, had a 
far-away look. The face was plain, and 
kind. The jaws were not set in de- 
fiance; they were relaxed, and resigned 
to whatever winds might blow. He was 
a plain and simple man. He believed 
in the “Good Master” and he believed 
in the “Good Book.” He never heard 
of a “dispensation,” but he tread softly 
in the house of God, and he spoke in 
subdued tones in the yard of his sick 
neighbor. 


One night, years later, when he had 
wandered off beyond his three score 
and ten years, he lay his tall form down 
upon the bed of his sister, far out in 
the country, and, after some effort man- 
aged to get two large spotless old-fash- 
ioned feather pillows comfortably ar- 
ranged under his head. As the night 
deepened, his breathing became increas- 
ingly difficult. Apart from his breath- 
ing, and the crowing of a rooster every 
few hours, the night was as still as the 
flame of the kerosene lamp. He had 
nothing more to say. He had no com- 
plaints, and he had no requests. 





The morning came, but not the kind 
we preach about, not for me. The sun 
was getting high in the sky, the rooster 
had stopped his crowing, and the plain 
man’s breathing was _ slipping cogs. 
And then he looked straight at me, his 
jaws tightened, he took a last breath, 
and dropped his load. 


How many times would a slight token 
of appreciation have brought a warm 
smile to that plain face. How many 
times would a slight token of appre- 
ciation have brought a tear of glad- 
ness to my mother’s face. 


I gave them no trouble. I appreciat- 
ed them. But I never took the time to 
express it. I have one of my own now. 
And he has one of his own.

Ingratitude! Were it not for the 
blessed Christ to forgive us, to sustain 
us and, before He is through, make it 
all come out right, we poor sinners 
would sink beneath the weight of our 
guilt and shame. 


And just here, what archangel ever 
could fathom the infinite, eternal trag- 
edy of a man sinking into that lost 
world with the load of guilt and shame 
of gratitude withheld from appealing 
faces and tender voices, not to mention 
the guilt of his having rejected the 
atonement provided for him, and free- 
ly offered to him, by the crimson- 
draped Saviour? Hell is a place of eter- 
nal guilt and shame, the inherent pen- 
alty of the thankless sons and daugh- 
ters of men. The restless flames them- 
selves are more merciful!

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“I pray thee have me excused.’ 
Luke 14:19. 
(THESE THREE MEN that we read 


about tonight were not invited to 
hear some dry, stupid sermon or lec- 
ture, but they were invited to a feast. 
The gospel in this parable is represent- 
ed as a feast, and there was an invita- 
tion extended to these three men to 
come to the feast. “And they all with 
one consent began to make excuse.” It 
does not say that they had an excuse, 
but they made excuse — manufactured 
one for the occasion. 








Now, excuses are as old as man. The 
first excuse that we hear of was in 
Eden. The first thing we hear after the 
fall of man was man making excuse. 
Instead of Adam confessing his guilt 
like a man, he began to excuse him- 
self, to justify himself. That is what 
every man is trying to do, justify him- 
self in his sins. 


Now, I venture to say that if I should 
go down among the congregation here 
tonight every man that has not accepted 
this invitation would be ready with an 
excuse. You have all got excuses. You 
would have one right on the end of 
your tongue. You would be ready to 
meet me the moment I got to you. 


If I met that excuse, then you would 
get another and you would hide be- 
hind that. Then, if I drove you out 
from behind that, you would get an- 
other. And so you would go on, hiding 
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behind some excuse, making some ex- 
cuse; and if you should get cornered 
up and could not think of one, Satan 
would be there to help you make one. 


But let me say to you, my friends, 
there is no man or woman in this as- 
sembly tonight that can give an excuse 
that will stand the light of eternity. All 
these excuses that men are making are 
nothing but refuges of lies after all. 


The longer I live, the more I am 
convinced that the reason men do not 
come to Christ is because they do not 
want to give up sin. That is the trouble. 
It is not their intellectual difficulties. 
It is quite popular for people to say 
that they have got intellectual difficul- 
ties; but if they would tell the honest 
truth it is some darling sin that they 
are holding on to. 


They are not willing to give up the 
harlot; they are not willing to give up 
gambling; they are not willing to give 
up drinking, the lust of the flesh, the 
lust of the eye, and the pride of life. 
That is the trouble. It is not their in- 
tellectual difficulties as much as it is 
their darling sin. 


“T pray thee have me excused.” That 
is the cry today. Man prepares his feast, 
and there is a great rush to get the best 
seats. God prepares His feast, and what 
a feast it is! Think of it! It is not often 
that common people like you and me 
get an invitation to a royal feast. 
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There is many a man that has lived 
in Windsor Castle for fifty years, and 
has never got sight of Queen Victoria. 
There are men in London that stand 
high, men of wealth, men in position 
who never were invited into her palace. 
Men think it is a great honor to be 
invited into a king’s palace or the 
palace of a queen. But here we are 
invited to the marriage of the Lamb, 
and men begin to make excuses. 


Now, let us look for a moment at the 
excuses these three men gave. The first 
man might have been very pclite. Some 
men are very polite. Some are very 
gruff, and treat you with a great deal 
of scorn and contempt. The moment 
you begin to talk to them they say, 
“You attend to your business and I will 
attend to mine.” 


But I can imagine this man was very 
polite and he said: “I wish you would 
take back this message to your Lord, 
that I would like to be at that feast. 
Tell him there is not a man in the king- 
dom that would rather be there than 
myself, but I am so situated that I can’t 
come. Just tell him I have bought me 
a piece of ground, and that I must 
needs go and see it.” 


Queer time to go and see to land, 
wasn’t it? Just at that supper time. But 
he must needs go and see it. He had 
made a partial bargain and wanted to 
go and close the bargain. He had 
bought the land, and he must needs go 
and see it. Could he not go and see this 
land the next morning? If he had been 
a good business man, someone has said, 
he would have gone and looked at the 
land before he bought it. But the land 
was already bought, and the trade 
made. 


You will see it was a lie right on the 
face of it. It was manufactured to ease 
that man’s conscience. He did not want 
to go to the feast, and he had not the 
common honesty to come out with it. 
How many men are giving their busi- 
ness as an excuse for not accepting this 
invitation! You talk to them about 
things pertaining to the kingdom of 
God, and they tell you they have got to 
attend to business, that business is very 
pressing. 

It does not say that this was a bad 
man. He might have been as moral as 
any man in Cleveland. He might have 
held as high a position as any man in 
Cleveland. He might have ridden in his

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chariot. He might have been a very 
liberal man to the poor. He might have 
been a very benevolent man. He might 
have given his substance, but he neg- 
lected to accept this invitation, and 
Christ teaches us plainly that if we neg- 
lect this salvation how shall we escape 
the damnation of hell? 


People say: “What have I done? I 
have not got drunk; I have not mur- 
dered; I have not lied; I have not stol- 
en. What have I done?” I will take you 
on the ground that you have not done 
anything. I will not admit that for a 
moment, but suppose I take you on 
that ground. If a man neglects salva- 
tion he will be lost. 


You see a man in yonder river, his 
oars lying in the bottom of his boat, 
and he is out in the current, his arms 
are folded, and the current is quietly 
drawing him toward the rapids. Some- 
one warns him: “Say, friend, you are 
hastening toward the rapids.” “No, I 
am doing nothing, sir. My arms are 
folded. What have I done?” “But you 
are drawing toward the rapids.” “T tell 
you, sir, I am not; I am doing noth- 
ing.” 

You may try to convince him but he 
will be blind. So indeed he is not doing 
anything, but that current is quietly 
drawing him toward the cataract, and 
in a few moments he will go over. 
Many a man is flattering himself that 
he is not doing anything, but let him 
neglect salvation and he is lost. 


The next man’s excuse was one man- 
ufactured for the occasion. It was not 
one whit better than the excuse of the 
first man: “Take back word to thy 
Lord that I cannot come. I have got 
pressing business. I have bought five 
yoke of oxen and I must needs go to 
prove them.” 


As if he had to prove his oxen that 
night at supper time. He had plenty of 
time to prove his oxen. He had bought 
them. They were in his stall. But the 
fact was, he was like the first man: he 
did not want to go and had not the 
common honesty to say so, and so he 
says: “I have bought five yoke of oxen 
and I must needs go and prove them.” 


He must go right off that night to prove 
them. There is not a child five years 
old that cannot see that the excuse is 
just manufactured. 


The third man’s excuse is more ab- 
surd than the others: “I have married 
me a wife, and therefore I cannot 
come.” Who likes to go to a feast bet- 
ter than a young bride? He might have 
taken his wife with him. He had no ex- 
cuse. 

If his wife would not go with him 
he could let her stay at home, and he 
could go. This has got to be a person- 
al matter. We are not going to heaven 
in families, as I said last night. It is a 
thing between you and your God. 


Now, there is nothing on record, you 
might say, against those three men. 
You might say there were a good many 
things noble about those men. It does 
not say that they were licentious; it 
does not say that they were drunkards; 
it does not say that they were dishonest; 
it does not say that they were thieves, 
but they only made excuses. 


I notice some of you smile as I take 
up those three excuses; but I would 
like to ask this congregation this ques- 
tion: Have you a better one? Come! 
I see a young man laughing down 
there. Have you a better excuse your- 
self? Come! Eighteen hundred years 
have rolled away, and they tell us we 
are living in a very wise age, that we 
are living in a very intellectual age, 
that men are growing much wiser, and 
that we know a good deal more than 
our fathers did; but with all men’s 
boasted knowledge, can you find a man 
today who has a better excuse than 
those three men had? 


Take a piece of paper. if you have 
it in your pocket, and a pencil and 
write down, “Why should I serve the 
god of this world?” Second. “Why 
should I serve the God of the Bible?” 
Then put down your reasons why you 
should serve the god of this world, and 
your reasons why you should serve the 
God of the Bible. and see how it looks; 
because it is clearly taught that we 
either serve the god of this world or 
the God of heaven. 


We cannot be neutral. There is no 
neutrality about this matter. We are 
either for God or against Him. We 


cannot serve God and mammon. The 
line is drawn. You may not be able to 
see it, but God sees it. God knows the 
heart of every man and woman in this 
assembly. He knows all about us, and 
He sees right through the excuses we 
make. He looks at the heart. 


One of the popular excuses of the 
present day is this good old book, the 
Bible. It is amazing to hear some men 
talk. I can find scarcely one of them 
that has ever looked into the Bible and 
read it, and who knows anything about 
it. They have heard some infidel lec- 
ture — some scoffing, sneering man 
come along caviling at the Bible, and 
they have heard some few things that 
man has said, and they bring them out 
on all occasions. They will not look 
into that Book and ask God to help 
them to understand it. There is no 
trouble about this Book; the trouble is 
with the life. 


Wilmot, the great infidel, as he lay 
dying, putting his hand upon that Book 
said: “The only thing against that Book 
is a bad life.” When a man has got a 
bad record against him, he wants to get 
that Book out of the way, because it 
condemns him; that is the trouble. The 
trouble is not with the Book; it is with 
your record and mine. Because that 
Book condemns sin we want to get it 
out of the way. Men do not like to be 
condemned; that is the trouble. 


I would like to ask those men who 
are giving this Bible as an excuse for 
not becoming Christians, Who wrote 
that Book? Did bad men write it? It is 
a very singular thing that they should 
write their own condemnation, isn’t it? 
How that book condemns bad men. 
Bad men would not write their own 
condemnation, would they? They do 
not do it nowadays, do they? Well, if 
good men wrote a bad book, they could 
not be good, could they? 


Now, it seems to me that if a man 
will stop to think a moment he will see 
that the trouble is not with the Book. 
The trouble is with himself. 


There is another very common ex- 
cuse, and I have heard it in Cleveland 
as much as any: “Why,” they say, “Mr. 
Moody, you know it is a very hard 
thing to be a Christian, a very hard 
thing.” 
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Christ says that His yoke is easy and 
His burden is light. Now, you go right 
along and say, “That is a lie.” You 
don’t say it right out in plain English, 
but we may as well talk plainly tonight. 
Now, I want to say that I consider that 
one of the greatest lies that ever came 
out of the pit of hell, and how Satan 
can stand up in this nineteenth century 
and make men believe he is an easier 
master than the God of heaven is one 
of the greatest mysteries of the present 
day. 

“The way of the transgressor is 
hard.” Blot it out if you can. Close up 
that Book, and you will see the evi- 
dence of that fact all around you. There 
is not a day passes but you can read 
upon the pages of the daily papers: 
“The way of the transgressor is hard.” 


You go over to the Tombs in New 
York City and you will find a little iron 
bridge running from the police court 
where the men are tried, right into the 
cell. I think the New York officials 
have not been xoted for their piety in 
your time and mine; but they had put 
up there in iron letters on that bridge, 
“The way of the transgressor is hard.” 
They know that is true. Blot it out if 
you can. God Almighty said it. It is 
true. 


On the other side of that bridge they 
put these words, “A bridge of sighs.” 
I said to one of the officers: “What did 
you put that up there for?” He said 
that most of the young men (for most 
of the criminals are young men), he 
said most of the young men as they 
passed over that iron bridge went over 
it weeping. So they called it the Bridge 
of Sighs. “What made you put that 
other there: ‘The way of the transgres- 
sor is hard’?” “Well,” he said, “it is 
hard. I think if you had anything to 
do with this prison you would believe 
that text, ‘The way of the transgressor 
is hard’.” 


It is not that God’s service is hard. 
The trouble with men is they are trying 
to serve God with the old Adam nature. 
They are trying to serve God before 
they are born of God. Now, to tell a 
man in the flesh to serve God in the 
spirit, who is a Spirit, I would just as 
soon tell a man to try to jump over the 
moon and expect him to do it. He can- 
not do it. The natural man is not sub- 
ject to the law of God and neither, in- 
deed, can be. 


You are not to try to serve God un- 
til you are born of God, until you are 
born again, born from above, until you 
are born of the spirit; and when a man 
is born of the spirit, the yoke is easy 
and the burden is light. I have been in 
the service upwards of twenty years, 
and I want to testify tonight that my 
Master is not a hard Master. 


Mr. Spurgeon uses this parable of a 
tyrant ordering a subject into his pres- 
ence and saying to him, “What is your 
occupation?” “I am a_ blacksmith.” 
“Well,” says he, “I want you to go and 
make a chain a certain length,” and he 
gave him nothing to make it with, “and 
on a certain day I want you to bring 
it into my presence.” 


That day came. The blacksmith ap- 
peared with his chain. The tyrant says: 
“Take that chain and make it twice the 
length.” He made it twice the length 
and he had to get friends to help him 
get in the presence of the tyrant, and 
when he brought it back the tyrant says 
to his men standing around, “Take 
that man and bind him hand and foot 
with that chain and cast him into a 
dungeon,” and says Mr. Spurgeon. 
“That is what every man that is serving 
the god of this world is doing, forging 
the chain that is going to bind him.” 


A man goes into a saloon and takes 
a social glass. You step up and tell that 
man of his danger, that he is binding 
himself, and that by and by he will be 
bound hand and foot, and he will laugh 
you to scorn and mock you; but he 
goes on adding link after link to that 
chain. By and by, the tyrant has got 
him bound, and he says, “Now, let us 
see you assert your freedom.” 


When I was in Paris I saw a little 
oil painting, only about a foot square; 
it was at the Paris Exposition in 1867. 
I was going through the Art Gallery, 
and on that painting there was a little 
piece of white paper that attracted my 
attention. I went and looked at that 
white paper, and it said, “Sowing 
Tares,” and there was the most hideous 
countenance I think I ever saw. 


A man was taking out a handful of 
seed, sowing tares all around him, and 
wherever a tare dropped there grew up 
some vile reptile, and they were crawl- 
ing up his body and all around him. 
Off in the distance was a dark thicket, 
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and prowling around the borders of 
that forest were wild beasts, and that 
hellish and fiendish look! 


What a fearful thing it is for a man 
to sow tares when he is going to reap 
them. And yet man goes on sowing 
with a liberal hand, and laughs and 
scoffs when we warn him and tell him 
what he is coming to by and by. The 
papers are full of it. I sometimes think 
these papers ought to preach the gospel 
to the people — ought to warn them to 
flee from the wrath to come. 


And with all these facts people stand 
up and say God is a hard master and 
the devil is an easy one. Oh that the 
God of heaven may open our eyes to- 
night to show us how wicked it is to 
give these excuses, and that we will 
have to answer for them at the bar of 
God. I wish I could say something to 
induce you to come to Christ. I wish 
I could see souls pressing into the king- 
dom of God. May the God of all grace 
touch every heart here tonight. 
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HE NEXT parable on the list is 

Laborers in the Vineyard recorded 
in Matthew 20:1-16 and may be sum- 
marized as follows: 


“For the kingdom of heaven is like 
unto a man that is an householder, 
which went out early in the morning to 
hire labourers into his vineyard ... he 
agreed for a penny a day ... about the 
third hour saw others standing idle in 
the marketplace and said; Go ye also 
into the vineyard ... again about the 
sixth and ninth hour ... and about the 
eleventh hour ... and whatsoever is 
right, that shall ye receive ... and they 
likewise received every man a penny 
..- But when the first came, they sup- 
posed that they should have received 
more ... they murmured.” 


Despite the fact that this parable 
possesses extraordinary provisions, yet 
its interpretation involves no particu- 
lar problem. The meaning is not dif- 
ficult to grasp. The basic thread is re- 
wards for Kingdom service and with 
this in hand, the garment unravels 
gracefully. 


The story is strange. No one will 
deny that, taken as a whole, it is ex- 
ceedingly improbable. The householder 
employed peculiar business methods. 


There is, however, nothing surpris- 
ing about a man going of a morning 
into the public market to hire laborers 
to work in his vineyard. That was a 
common practice. We can conceive al- 
so that at a certain season of the year, 
more hands were needed then usual, 
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to garner the crop. This made it neces- 
sary for him to go again and engage 
additional laborers. 


But to go at five o’clock in the after- 
noon and hire men to come and work 
for only one hour seems strange. Then 
to pay these late comers the same wage 
granted those who worked all day 
seems even more strange. This was not 
a custom in ancient times. It is not a 
custom now. The practice would as- 
sure business failure. This household- 
er, therefore, was no common charac- 
ter. 

Second thought dissolves the seem- 
ing inconsistency. The parable portrays 
the responsibility of the Kingdom mem- 
ber to the King and in Isaiah 55:8-9: 
“My thoughts are not your thoughts, 
neither are your ways my ways, saith 
the Lord. For as the heavens are higher 
than the earth, so are my ways higher 
than your ways, and my thoughts than 
your thoughts.” 


If this grape grower had been in all 
respects like other growers and his ac- 
tions precisely the same, he could not 
have accurately typified the One who 
was by nature and conduct different 
from other men. Let it be borne in 
mind that the King announced that His 
Kingdom was “not of this world.” We 
need not be disturbed about the unnat- 
uralness or improbability of the story. 


As far as human standards are con- 
cerned, the Gospel of Christ is unnatur- 
al and improbable. No ordinary yard- 
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stick exists for measuring such require- 
ments as, “Love your enemies, do good 
to them which hate you” or to forgive 
“Until seventy times seven.” Only a 
householder who cared more for men 
than grapes, could rightly represent the 
unique Man of the ages. 


Another difficulty is the fact that the 
householder seems unjust. There is a 
natural sympathy for the grumblers 
who said: “These last have wrought but 
one hour, and thou hast made them 
equal unto us, which have borne the 
burden and the heat of the day.” 


So common is this sympathetic at- 
titude that expositors have tried to re- 
move the difficulty out of which it aris- 
es by sundry suggestions. Some have 
said the decision was grounded in the 
fact that the late comers being fresh, 
had done as much in one hour as some 
in twelve. But the story contains no 
such suggestion. 


The householder did not say: “You 
have no right to complain for judging 
‘piece by piece,’ they earned as much 
as those of you who came early.” In- 
stead, he simply fell back upon his 
right of free choice. 


Others have advanced the theory that 
those who came late were paid with a 
brass denarius while others were paid 
in silver or gold coin. Heaven is there- 
fore conceived to be for all, yet vary- 
ing in glory and exaltation. There is no 
hint of this in the parable. If the twelve- 
hour laborers had each received a 
silver or gold denarius, they would not 
have murmured. 


We have to admit what appears on 
the surface to be inequality of treat- 
ment as part of the householder’s be- 
havior. He was indeed different! 


A deeper look into the parable, and 
a search for heart motives especially 
of the disgruntled group, is required. 
There exists even among believers, dis- 
tortions that put pockmarks and blem- 
ishes on the Church which Paul wished 
to see “glorious, not having spot, or 
wrinkle, or any such thing; but that it 
should be holy and without blemish.” 
This is a worthy ideal, but factually no 
such Church has ever existed. 


The grumblers correspond in that 
particular to the elder brother in the 
parable of the Prodigal Son. Included 
in the evil principles here noted is jeal- 
ousy, a dangerous trait too often mani- 
fested among professed Christians. Our 
story also gouges the mind of the read- 
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er with selfishness. “These last thou 
hast made them equal unto us.” There 
is much of the hireling in the murmur- 
ers. 

The parable is an exposure of a spir- 
it, rather than a portrait of an individ- 
ual or a description of a class. A pur- 
pose, rather than a recitation of some- 
thing that actually occurred, comes in- 
to focus. That purpose is condemna- 
tion of the hireling disposition which 
would contaminate the Kingdom if ad- 
mitted entrance. 


This is shown to be the case when 
one glances at the preceding chapter 
from which the story emerged. A rich 
young man had just been tested by the 
Lord through the searching command: 
“If thou wilt be perfect, go and sell 
that thou hast, and give it to the poor, 
and thou shalt have treasure in heaven: 
and come and follow me.” 


Unable to stand the spikes and sledg- 
es of self-crucifixion he had gone 
“away sorrowful, for he had great pos- 
sessions.” The incident led the Saviour 
to remark that riches could make en- 
trance into the Kingdom difficult. 


Thereupon, Peter giving expression 
to thoughts in the minds of others pres- 
ent, said: “Behold, we have forsaken 
all, and followed thee; what shall we 
have therefore?” Imagine such a ques- 
tion from one so close to the Christ! 
What a demonstration of sheer selfish- 
ness! 


Jesus dealt with tenderness and un- 
derstanding but concluded firmly: “But 
many that are first shall be last; and 
the last shall be first.” In other words, 
Peter, don’t try to pull the Kingdom 
down to human levels. Views common- 
ly accepted among men do not find ap- 
plication at spiritual levels. 


Thereupon the Saviour proceeded to 
turn natural interpretations upside 
down by use of the parable presently 
under consideration. But in doing so, 
He left one fundamental fact in normal 
position, namely an exposure and de- 
ounciation of selfishness and jealousy 
among members of the Church. 


There was a definite agreement with 
the first group, “a penny a day.” Those 
engaged later had no understanding as 
to salary, beyond the promise of the 
householder to do the right thing. 
“Whatsoever is right I will give you.” 
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When it came time to collect they found 
the employer willing to do “exceeding 
abundantly above all that we ask or 
think.” Such are the bounties of grace, 
the beauties of heaven and the advan- 
tages of Kingdom fellowship. 


This appears to be the pivot of the 
lesson. There need be no _ perplexity 
about who is represented by the labor- 
ers starting at nine, twelve, three or 
five o’clock respectively. These are triv- 
ial and irrelevant details. 


The drift of the story is toward com- 
mendation of those who accept in faith, 
complete trust and without hesitation 
the householder’s assurance that, “what- 
ever is right, that thou shalt receive.” 


Dr. Marcus Dods found the soul of 
the parable and wrote: “The nature of 
the work in the vineyard, and its ex- 
hausting toil; the unwearied compas- 
sion of the lord of the vineyard, going 
out hour after hour to invite the unem- 
ployed — these and all other details 
are but the feathers of the arrow, help- 
ing it to fly straight to its mark: but 
the point is, that those who were first 
hired were last paid and least paid; 
and this because the first hired entered 
on their work in a bargaining spirit, 
and merely for the sake of winning a 
calculated and stipulated remuneration: 
whereas the late hired laborers did 
their work in faith, not knowing what 
they were to get, but sure that they 
would not get less than they deserved.” 


Of secondary importance in the par- 
able, is the provision of rewards of 
service for men in the Kingdom. The 
simple truth projects itself that reward 
will be, not according to length of serv- 
ice or public acclaim, but according 
to fidelity and willingness to take ad- 
vantage of opportunities to serve. 


There is no legitimate right to apply 
this parable to the social questions of 
spiritually unregenerate society, as 
some have tried. The reference is to the 
spiritual Kingdom rather than the solu- 
tion of mere social problems. The plain 
meaning is that those highly privileged 
will not be rewarded according to priv- 
ilege, but according to fidelity. 


A well-known Bible expositor inter- 
prets the intent and content of story 
in this sentence: “It is a word that 
drives us back to the whole day, or 
the one hour of opportunity, in order 
that we may fill it to the full with con- 
secrated toil, and so enter into the re- 
ward which He gives to faithfulness.”

ERTAIN EXPONENTS of dispen- 
saticnalism contend no_ provision 
was made for the Church by Old Testa- 
ment prophets. One such writer says: 
“The Church corporately is not in the 
wisdom of the Old Testament prophet.” 


This doctrine is at variance with the 
teachings of the apostle Peter. For he 


contended that our dispensation was | 


the theme of the prophecies. He said 
shortly after Pentecost: “Yea, and all 
the prophets from Samuel and _ those 
that follow after, as many as have spok- 
en, have likewise foretold of these 


days.” (Acts 3:24) 


Again Peter wrote: “Of which sal- 
vation the prophets have inquired and 
searched diligently, who prophesied of 
the grace that should come unto you.” 


(I Peter 1:10) 


The word Church comes to us from 
the Greek ekklesia and means “a call- 
ing out,” or the “called out ones,” out 
of the world and into Christ. Paul de- 
scribes this supernatural transaction as 
“the mystery, which was kept secret 
since the world began.” 


In other words the blueprint for the 
Church was drawn up in eternity. The 
concept which originated in the Infinite 
Mind, in eternity, began during the 
early life of Christ to take material 
form. Any idea that it was an after- 
thought with God, devoid of prophetic 
intent, must be written off as being 
contrary to Scripture. 

Mistaken teachers hold that Jesus 


came at His first advent to re-establish 
the Davidic kingdom in the earth. with 


Himself occupying the throne of Da- 
vid in Jerusalem. Dr. C. 1. Scofield, 
who possessed a profound knowledge 
of the Scriptures, erred at this point 
by saying: “When Christ appeared to 
the Jewish people, the next thing in 
the order of revelation as it then stood 
should have been the setting up of the 
Davidic kingdom.” 


These men go on to say that Jesus 
presented Himself to that nation as 
their King. Had they accepted Him, 
He would have immediately re-estab- 
lished the Davidic kingdom. They af- 
firm that God could have provided sal- 
vation for men without Christ’s cruci- 
fixion. 

To illustrate, I quote Dr. Donald 
Barnhouse: “It is idle to speculate on 
what would have happened had _ the 
Pharisees and the leaders accepted Je- 
sus as the Messiah and bowed to His 
standards. Whether He could have 
found some other way of imputing 
righteousness to their account is not a 
question worthy of our discussion.” 


Concerning this same thought. Rev. 
S. D. Gordon wrote: “It can be said 
at once that His dying was not God’s 
own plan. It was conceived somewhere 
else and yielded to by God. God had 
a plan of atonement by which men who 
were willing could be saved from sin 
and its effects.” 


One cannot help wondering what 
these men propose to do with such 
passages as Revelation 13:8, which por- 
trays Christ as “the lamb slain from 
the foundation of the world.” It is 
gross error to regard the atonement as

something improvised at the last min- 
ute, simply because one particular ra- 
cial group proved a disappointment. 


It is astonishing that Bible scholars 
should overlook the plain teaching of 
the Old Testament prophets which fore- 
told that Christ would be born of a 
virgin in Bethlehem as Immanuel; that 
He would offer Himself as a sacrifice 
on the Cross for all humanity; that 
after His death, He would be resur- 
rected to ascend into Heaven and sit 
upon His Throne as Sovereign over 
all; that He would rule as King over 
His people forever. 


The prophecies foretold that during 
His present session as King of kings 
and Lord of lords. His Church would 
extend itself to the ends of the earth. 
Not that the entire world would be 
converted, but that His Church, con- 
spicuous in the mind of God before 
the world was made, and which has 
adorned the prophecies, would have in 
it people of all nations. 


No, Jesus did not offer a literal king- 
dom to a small group of people in 
Palestine. They would have been pleased 
to have Him use His tremendous power 
in their behalf. They were looking for 
a leader to oust the Romans. On at 
least one occasion they tried by force 
to make Jesus king. He positively re- 
fused. 


He acknowledged, however, that He 
was a King, and that He came to estab- 
lish a Kingdom, but reminded them 
that it was “not of this world.” It was 
not to be a carbon copy of David’s liter- 
al Kingdom restored, for He said that 
His Kingdom was not to come with 
“observation.” He was speaking of the 
Kingdom of God, referring to the 


Church of God, which He governs. 


Bible teachers, whom we believe to 
be mistaken, say that the Kingdom of 
God, or Kingdom of Heaven, which 
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was “at hand,” did not refer to the 
Church, or Christ’s present spiritual 
Kingdom, but to the Davidic Kingdom, 
the Millennial Kingdom. Dr. Scofield 
said if the nation had accepted Jesus, 
that such a Kingdom would have been 
immediately set up. This rejection is 
credited with postponing the Kingdom 
at least two thousand years. This is 
plainly “malarky,” and not truth. 


John the Baptist said the Kingdom 
of God was “at hand.” In other words, 
the “time was fulfilled.” The New Cove- 
nant Kingdom was to replace the Old. 
But some present day teachers claim 
that the words “at hand” do not mean 
“at hand,” but refer to a time some 
two hundred decades in the future. 


This same phrase, “at hand,” occurs 
better than 50 times in the Gospels 
and Acts. In every instance the thing 
or person represented as being at hand 
was truly at hand. See Matthew 21:1, 
34; 24:22, 33 and other passages. 


The expressions of Kingdom of God 
and Kingdom of Heaven, as employed 
in the Gospels, have reference to the 
Church of Jesus Christ. These expres- 
sions are used to refer to both the 
spiritual and the visible Kingdom, in 
reference to the Church. 


Jesus told Nicodemus, “Except a 
man be born again he cannot see the 
kingdom of God ... except a man be 
born of water and of the Spirit, he can- 
not enter into the kingdom of God.” 
Anyone should plainly see that Jesus 
was speaking of the Church, the mysti- 
cal Body of Christ, and not a Davidic 
Kingdom. 


He said in Matthew, chapter thir- 
teen, that the “Kingdom of heaven is 
like to a grain of mustard seed, which a 
man took, and sowed in his field: 
Which indeed is the least of all seeds: 
but when it is grown, it is the greatest 
among herbs, and becometh a tree .. .” 


No one, I believe, will deny that 
this has reference to the Church in the 
present age and not a reference to 
something in the distant future. 


Again Jesus said in Matthew 16:18, 
“And I say also unto thee, That thou 
art Peter, and upon this rock I will 
build my church; and the gates of 
hell shall not prevail against it. And 
I will give unto thee the keys of the 
kingdom of heaven.” 


Jesus is here speaking of building 
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His Church, and He used the familiar 
Old Testament term “kingdom.” On 
another occasion He warned the literal 
seed of Abraham that the Kingdom 
would be given to the Church: “The 
kingdom of God shall be taken from 
you, and given to a nation bringing 
forth the fruits thereof.” (Matthew 
21:43) 


He not only gave the Kingdom to 
His Church, the New Covenant Israel, 
but He took from Old Covenant Israel 
the keys of the Kingdom, and gave 
them to His New Testament Church. 
Today the Church has in its hand the 
keys of the Kingdom of Heaven. 








When Jesus gave to Peter the keys 
of the Kingdom to the Church, He had 
no reference to a literal Kingdom, the 
Davidic kingdom, but to the New Tes- 
tament Church. 


I feel a warning message needs to be 
given, for the reason that well meaning 
Christians, have in some instances tried 
to push on Jews, blessings which be- 
long to themselves. These people need 
to understand that there is no such 
thing as racial salvation. A Jew, like the 
member of any other race must come 
humbly to the foot of the Cross, for 
deliverance from _ sin and personal 
standing before God. 
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spoke ... Aramaic. The community or nation from which Dr. Lamsa came 
is the only one in the world that has retained this language.

Tuat ANY PORTION of the Bible, 

the Holy Book of the Near East, 
was written in Greek, is Greek to mil- 
lions of people residing in Biblical 
lands. The Easterners have never heard 
of any portion of their Holy Scriptures 
as having been written in any other 
language than the Semitic languages, 
Aramaic and Hebrew, which in the old- 
en days were as close to one another as 
American English is close to English 
spoken in England. No Eastern race 
would ever use an alien language for 
their sacred literature. 


The people in the Biblical lands have 
never heard of God being a jealous 
God, a camel entering through the 
needle’s eye, God profaning the priests 
of the sanctuary or deceiving the peo- 
ple, or that Christ was forsaken on the 
cross until the coming of the American 
and English missionaries when new 
Bible translations from the King James 
were published in some Eastern lan- 
guages. Many Eastern bishops and even 
the Moslem leaders prohibited the dis- 
tribution of these new Bibles on the 
ground that they were contradictory to 
what they had been taught in their 
Scriptures for centuries. 


For example: in the King James ver- 
sion we read: “A feast is made for 
laughter, and wine maketh merry: but 
money answereth all things.” Ecclesias- 
tes 10:19. 

The Aramaic Peshitta reads: “Bread 
and wine are made for joy, and oil 
makes life merry; but money brings 
one low and causes him to go astray in 
all things.” Ecclesiastes 10:19. 


The King James rendering cannot 
be true because Paul called money, 
filthy lucre. “Not given to wine, no 
striker, not greedy of filthy lucre ...” 
I Timothy 3:3. There are hundreds of 
such differences between the Western 
version and the Eastern text, but no 
conflict exists as far as basic doctrines 
of the Faith are concerned. 


According to the Eastern text, Peshit- 
ta, the name of the wicked city is 
Amorah and not Gomorrah. In the 
East, we had never heard of such a 
city as Gomorrah nor does the name 
occur in Eastern literature. The name 
of this city in all our Eastern literature 
is Amorah, now called Amoriah. 


Moreover, Aramaic and Arabic are 
the only two Semitic languages which 
have ever been used as the lingua fran- 
ca of the Fertile Crescent. There is no 
mention of a third language. The tran- 
sition from Aramaic was into Arabic in 
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the 7th century, A.D., and not into 
Greek. 

Invariably, Persians, Greeks, Ro- 
mans, Mongols and Turks had con- 
quered these ancient Biblical lands but 
none of them was able to alter the way 
of life or to introduce its culture or 
language in that part of the ancient 
world. None of these conquerors has 
left a language imprint on these ancient 
lands. The Turks ruled for more than 
four hundred years but today only a 
few men speak Turkish in the Biblical 
lands. 

The translator of the Bible from Ara- 
maic was one of the two Assyrians who 
could ever read and write the Turkish 
language which for more than five cen- 
turies was the official language in the 
Near East until 1919. All these conquer- 
ors and their culture were drowned in 


.Semitic culture and religion. 


Even Mohammed in the Koran. the 
Holy Book of the Moslems, states that 
the Scriptures were revealed and writ- 
ten in the common or vernacular lan- 
guage of the people among whom the 
prophets lived. He also states that some 
of the Christian Scriptures were forged 
by priests. 


It was natural for the prophets, the 
Apostles, and the evangelists to receive 
their inspiration, to preach, read, and 
write in their own Semitic language. 
Aramaic or Hebrew. Why should they 
write in an alien language, Greek? 
Who would be able to read a sacred 
book of the East in a language which 
even learned men could not master? 


Dr. Toynbee states in “A Study of 
History” that unlettered Galileans 
never spoke and seldom heard any 
other language than their native Ara- 
maic. Most of Jesus’ disciples and fol- 
lowers were illiterate. They could not 
read and write even their own lan- 
guage. Matthew, being a customs off- 
cer, was an exception. Moreover, Jo- 
sephus states that Greek was not spoken 
by the Jews and that several people 
tried to learn it but hardly anyone had 
succeeded. 

All founders of great religions spoke 
and wrote in the language of the peo- 
ple among whom they were living and 
with whose idioms, metaphors, customs, 
problems, traditions, and way of life 
they were familiar. John Wesley wrote 
in English simply because he was 
preaching to English speaking people. 
He had to write in English whether 
he wanted to or not. Mohammed used 
Arabic, his native language and the 
Koran, the Holy Book of the Moslems, 
was written in that language. 


The erroneous information which 
spread in Europe relative to the Greek 
language resulted from the fact that 
Christianity for several centuries had 
covered the Roman Empire by word 
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of mouth, and via Greece, and that 
Greek was the language of culture in 
Italy, Spain and other parts of Europe. 
In other words, the Christian Gospel 
was first published to European people 
in Greek and at this early time, Greek 
was the only source of the Scriptures. 
The Vulgate, or Jerome’s translation, 
was made in the 5th century, A.D. 


Just as Latin became the sacred lan- 
guage of all European people until the 
16th century, Aramaic was the sacred 
language of the first Christian Church 
until the Holy Word was translated in- 
to Greek and Latin. At this early time, 
the knowledge of the Near East, its 
geography, its people, its culture and 
languages was limited. 


This is not all. Even the Greek al- 
phabet, architecture, and Greek arts 
were imported from the Near East and 
Egypt and then exported to other Eur- 
opean countries. This is why Western 
people were led to believe that Greek 
has played an important part in Chris- 
tian religion whereas, on the contrary, 
the New Testament tells us that both 
Greeks and Romans were strongly op- 
posed to the Christian movement which 
they called Judaism because it was 
alien and contradictory to their insti- 
tutions and because it proclaimed a 
Gospel of freedom, equality, and low 
taxation. 


Not only the Bible but also archae- 
ology proves beyond a doubt that the 
Christian religion started in Biblical 
lands, and that the Gospel was written 
in a Semitic language and that the Near 
East was the cradle of our civilization, 
not Greece. The Persians introduced 
Semitic culture into Greece and in the 
4th century, B.C., the Greeks, after the 
conquest of Babylon, borrowed East- 
ern art, philosophy, architecture and 
many other sciences from Babylon and 
Persia. 

The term Peshitta means straight, 
simple, clear, undiluted — that is, or- 
iginal. This is because the original of 
every document is simple and straight 
but when it is translated it becomes 
confused and subject to revision. Euse- 
bius, the father of Church history, tells 
us that the writings of the Apostles 
were called Peshitta, simple, clear. 


This means that the authors spoke 
in a simple language and wrote in a 
simple manner for folks who could not 
understand abstruse and _ theological 
terms of speech. For this reason the 
Bible is read more than any other book 
in the world regardless of mistransla- 
tions, obscurities and ambiguities. The 
translations, thereof, are clearer than 
books of any other religion when trans- 
lated into English and other Western 
languages. 

After the division of the Church at 
Ephesus, in 431 A.D., new Bibles were 





introduced by certain churchmen who 
expounded new doctrines. Some of 
these men deliberately forged some of 
the portions of the Writ to substantiate 
their teachings. For example: the term 
“blood of Christ” was changed to “the 
blood of God.” Acts 20:28. No men of 
Semitic origin would ever think of God 
as having blood. The term “Arameans” 
which many times occurs in Acts and 
the Pauline Epistles was deliberately 
changed to “Greeks.” The Peshitta 
hardly makes any mention of the 
Greeks. The Arameans (Syrians) were 
a stone’s throw from Palestine. 


Then again, copies of Peshitta were 
forged by the Monophysite Bishops and 
Arian Christians who denied the divin- 
ity of Jesus. The Curetonian and Sy- 
riac or Mrs. Lewis’ New Testament 
were made by some of these Bishops to 
show that Jesus was the son of Joseph. 
The attempt to deny the divinity of 
Jesus and His miraculous birth began 
. - early part of the 4th century 


The Old Testament Peshitta from 
which Lamsa’s translation was made is 
a copy of the pre-exile Hebrew text. 
It is the oldest surviving Bible in Se- 
mitic languages and written in the es- 
trangelo characters, the oldest known 
Semitic alphabet. Its contents differ in 
some respects from other versions 
which have come down to us from the 
Greek. It is unfortunate that the West- 
ern scholars have never examined the 
Peshitta text of the ancient Christian 
Church in the East nor made an at- 
tempt to translate it. But instead they 
devoted themselves to labor on second- 
ary sources. 


The term “Aramaic” is derived from 
Padan-aram (Mesopotamia). Aramaic 
is the oldest language recorded in the 
Scriptures. The Bible makes no men- 
tion of Akkadians or Sumerians. All 
names of localities and men and women 
in the Bible are derived from Aramaic. 
It was the language of Padan-aram cen- 
turies before Abraham and his tribes 
crossed the River Euphrates and came 
to Palestine. 


The term “Hebrew” was born when 
Abraham and his tribe crossed this 
historic river. In other words, Hebrew 
means “to cross over.” The Hebrew 
patriarchs and their descendants spoke 
this ancient tongue and held zealously 
and tenaciously to their ancient tribal 
customs and religion. The Jews were 
always dominated by their forefathers, 
their customs, their language, their cul- 
ture and their religion. I cannot think 
of simple fishermen reading, writing 
and praying in an alien tongue, Greek, 
which even Josephus, a learned Jewish 
scholar and contemporary of the Apos- 
tles, could not read well. 


The new translation which has been 
—_ 


made from Aramaic, Peshitta text, can 
only be ascertained by the internal evi- 
dence. Scores of times the reader will 
see that the translators into Western 
languages were confused when they 
confronted two Aramaic words lookin 
alike or an Aramaic word with ser 
meanings. This is why we have so many 
revisions of the King James Version. 
Examples of these are given in the In- 
troduction of the Bible just translated 
from Aramaic. 


For many years, Eastern Christians 
and Moslems have wanted a transla- 
tion of their Scriptures made into the 
English language which today is be- 
coming the second language of the peo- 
ple. Thousands of young men and wom- 
en now understand English much bet- 
ter than their own tongues. The im- 
pact of Point Four American aid, the 
Marshall Plan, and the rich oil fields 
have made it necessary for many East- 
erners, especially young people, to read 
their Scriptures in the English lan- 
guage. 

Even the Koran, for many centuries, 
was prohibited from being translated 
because of the fear that errors might 
result. Today, the Koran has been suc- 
cessfully translated into the English 
language. 

This translation of the Holy Bible 
from the Eastern text will enhance the 
people’s faith in religion which is the 
only sure barrier against atheism, com- 
munism and other destructive doctrines. 
I am hoping that this translation into 
English will be widely read in all Near 
Eastern, Middle Eastern and Far East- 
ern countries where Peshitta is highly 
revered as the only true source of the 
Scriptures.

board of his Church had warned him 
to “get hold of himself” or prepare Lo 
surrender the pastorate.

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ference in many communities. How- 
ever, it was celebrated regularly enough 
in a sufficient number of communities 
to retain its historical significance. 


Sarah Hale envisioned the revival 
and unification of this _ traditional 
American festival spirit, as a cohesive 
quality with which to seal the people 
of the various States together in com- 
mon bonds of Christian worship. 


It was soon apparent that the task 
could not be accomplished solely 
through editorial effort. Thereupon, 
she began writing personal letters to 
the Governors of each State, as well as 
private persons of influence, such as 
Senators, Representatives and leaders 
among the Clergy. 


She was immediately successful in 
establishing State Thanksgiving observ- 
ances. During the third year of her 
campaign, most States and Federal Ter- 
ritories were keeping some form of 
Thanksgiving celebrations, but no at- 
tempt had been made to harmonize the 
date. 


Sarah Hale became a power. At the 
helm of an influential magazine, she de- 
manded consideration. She kept writing 
and publishing stirring editorials. By 
the year 1852 she had succeeded in 
bringing 29 States and Territories into 
line for the last Thursday of November. 
Each year she would proclaim that day 
as Thanksgiving Day and many people 
kept it with her. 


During the ensuing years the worst 
civil strife in the history of our Nation 
was pending, and political and section- 
al bitterness was rife. Yet, according 
to one writer, between the years 1852 
and 1860 Sarah Hale held the States 
in harmony on at least one issue while 
they were quarreling on many others. 
In the year 1859 an almost universal 
Thanksgiving Day was kept, not in re- 








sponse to a Presidential Proclamation, 
but because one woman asked it 
Sarah Josepha Hale. 

After seventeen years of struggle, in 
1863, her effort was finally rewarded. 


“President Lincoln recognized the 
truth of these ideas (the unifying in- 
fluence of a National Day of Thanks) 
as soon as they were presented to him,” 





wrote Mrs. Hale in her magazine. “His 
reply to our appeal was a Proclamation 
appointing the last Thursday in No. 
vember 1863 as a day of national 
thanksgiving.” 


Mrs. Hale resigned her editorial post 
in December 1877, after an editorship 
of forty years. She slipped away to be 
with the Lord in her ninetieth year.

If foods, processed the modern way, 
are adequate, why do Americans spend 
three hundred million dollars a year 
on food supplements? Why does the 
Food & Drug Administration insist 
that purveyers of these vital substances 
shall not make claims as to their life 
giving factors? 

On the contrary, manufacturers and 
distributors are compelled to so limit 
their claims and statements as to render 
them asinine and silly in many instan- 
ces. Such restrictions often limit the 
service that producers can render at 
health levels. But despite this pressure, 
men like Mr. Martin are continuing to 
bring blessing to their fellow man.

LIKE MOST AMERICANS, Mr. 
Kamp is disturbed by the use of 
federal troops against the white citizens 
of Little Rock, Arkansas forcing 
Negro children from their own schools, 
to attend classes in a building hereto- 
fore used for white boys and girls. 


Perhaps the most stunning single in- 
cident, to attract public attention, was 
the appearance on television screens 
and in the newspapers of a picture 
showing a soldier holding a bayonet 
three inches from the back of a 14 
year old white girl. There was some- 
thing about it that just didn’t seem 
right, no matter alleged extenuating 
circumstances! 


Joe Kamp is not interested in surface 
symptoms. He wishes to know what 
are the compelling causes, the forces 
moving at subterranean levels — the 
story the public has not been told ... 
not only affecting Little Rock but the 
entire South.

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Arkansas. They are wrong. This is not 
a true parallel. Hitler had the Consti- 
tutional right to use Nazi storm troop- 
ers in any way he pleased. Mr. Eisen- 
hower has no such right. The plain 
truth is that the President’s action was 
illegal and unconstitutional, a violation 
of his oath, an irresponsible and reck- 
less abuse of power, and thoroughly 
un-American.” 


After proving the action illegal, Mr. 
Kamp shows who was responsible and 
why. The President seemed to be 
caught in a web, spun by those around 
him. The inside story of this pressure, 
and those responsible, is enough to 
frighten Americans for the welfare of 
their Government. The “Palace Guard” 
is dismantled before the dumfounded 
gaze of the reader. 


Leaving Little Rock, Mr. Kamp takes 
up “The Plot to Sovietize the South” 
as a whole. The roots of a conspiracy, 
to divide and destroy the Nation, are 
brought into plain view. Individuals 
and organizations are named. Their 
subversive methods are explained. The 
secret Jewish motivation, intellectual 
and financial, is brought into the open: 


“The eighth and ninth floors of Free- 
dom House (20 West 40th St.) are oc- 
cupied by the Anti-Defamation League 
of B’nai B'rith, which is playing a lead- 
ing role in the conspiracy to harass and 
intimidate the South. 


“Along with the NAACP, the ADL 
was a party in interest in the desegre- 
gation cases. It prepared and filed an 
amicus curiae brief in the proceedings 
before the Supreme Court. 


“The Anti-Defamation League col- 
laborated with the Golos-Bentley So- 
viet spy ring, when it was flourishing, 
and the ADL has carried on a contin- 
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uing campaign ever since to discredit 
and destroy all effective activities, by 
both the Government and _ patriotic 
groups, exposing and combating Com- 
munist infiltration and subversion. 


“The ADL maintains a spy and 
smear network throughout the country 
with 25 headquarters and 2,500 ‘investi- 
gators’ snooping on fellow Americans. 
Together with its associated American 
Jewish Committee (which also filed an 
amicus curiae brief in the desegrega- 
tion proceedings before the Supreme 
Court) it spends in excess of five mil- 
lion dollars annually on divisive propa- 
ganda, political intimidation and ter- 
rorist activities. 


“In his annual report, Dr. John Slaw- 
son, Executive Vice President of the 
American Jewish Committee. declared: 
‘We were very closely involved with the 
Supreme Court decision. Not only were 
we active in the filing of an amicus 
brief, but we contributed materially to 
the social theory upon which the dese- 
gregation decision was based ... The 
fact-finding studies from which this 
theory developed probably would not 
have been made were it not for the 
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American Jewish Committee’. 


One of Mr. Eisenhower’s closest as- 
sociates in the White House, Maxwell 
Rabb, is a representative of the Anti- 
Defamation League. During the tense 
days at Little Rock, extreme leftists 
(like Negro Congressman Powell of 
New York), wishing to get demands 
through to the President. used Rabb as 
a transmission belt. 


Powell, a leader in the National As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Colored People, is cited 66 times in 
Government files for his affiliations 
with Communist movements, fronts and 
enterprises. 


Mr. Kamp lists 51 organizations, tied 
and working together in a hard knot, 
for the purpose of creating racial dis- 
cord south of the Mason-Dixon line. 
They got a head start and have been 
operating years, moving methodically, 
meticulously, mischievously toward the 
objectives now being realized. 


Whether or not the red tide in what 
the Communists call “the black belt,” 
can be stemmed remains to be seen. 
Certainly Mr. Kamp is doing his part. 
His report is an enlightening, if fright- 
ening document.

N AN ADDRESS I delivered to the 
Georgia University Council in 1935, 
I said, among other things: “Federal 
laws to enforce non-segregation will 
react disastrously if they arouse re- 
sentment against the Negro and if they 


result in friction between the whites of 
the South and the whites of the North.” 


There are those who would be glad 
to have the Southern white people and 
the Federal Government in bitter dis- 
agreement over this issue. And to have 
the Negroes of this Country and espe- 
cially in the South at loggerheads. 
There are explosive possibilities here 
which would benefit any who are inter- 
ested in our confusion and final de- 
struction. 


In this connection, I quote the fol- 
lowing from the Atlanta Constitution: 


“John W. Clark, Trustee of the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina said, “The 
Julius Rosenwald Foundation working 
through the National Council of 
Churches, and the CIO and AFL and 
the NAACP is heading a drive to do 
away with segregation in the schools, 





colleges, churches and hospitals for the 
races in the South’.” 


The present determination to inte- 
grate Negroes in the public schools, re- 
creation centers, golf courses and all 
other hitherto segregated spots has the 
complete approval and cooperation of 
the educational foundations, the Nation- 
al Council of Churches, AFL, CIO and 
NAACP and worst of all, the Supreme 
Court of the United States and the Fed- 


eral Government.

3. Abolish all laws that disfranchise 
Negroes. 


4. Abolish all laws that prevent the 
mixing of Negro races in the public 
schools. 


5. Full admittance of Negroes in rail- 
road stations, waiting rooms, restaur- 
ants, hotels and theaters. 


6. Abolish Jim Crowism in the Army 
and Navy. 


7. Abolish all laws preventing Ne- 
groes from enjoying all the rights and 
privileges in all forms of labor and in- 
dustrial activities. 


It will be seen that the seven items 
enunciated by the Communists in 1928 
have been adopted and are being put 
into effect by the Julius Rosenwald 
Foundation, (now the Southern Edu- 
cational Foundation), the AFL, CIO. 
NAACP and backed by the Supreme 
Court and the President. 


It is one of the Satanic marvels of 
our generation, that this Communist 
conceived plan should have been ac- 
cepted by certain leaders of the large 
political parties, to the detriment of 
both races. Those who developed the 
scheme could see ahead and knew the 
end result would be racial hate, upon 
which they thrive. Negroes who grab 
the bait will suffer in the long run. 


Granted that there are maladjust- 
ments affecting both Negroes and poor 
whites in the South, we don’t need 
Communists to tell us how to run our 
business and solve our problems! 


More Christian love and brotherly 
understanding of difficulties on both 
sides of the fence, would do no harm at 
this stage. Coercion in carrying for- 
ward the Communist plan can only 
bring injury, even if clothed with judi- 
cial authority granted by the Supreme 
Court. 


























Moscow has been plotting and plan- 
ning for a long time, the torments and 
tensions which are now besetting us. 
I recall something that happened four 
decades ago here on the campus of 
Albany State College. 


A large Cadillac, with three well- 
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dressed men in it, pulled up. I was in 
the pine grove near the river bank, 
where I had been squirrel hunting. 
They found it convenient to drive into 
the grove and face me in the middle 
of a group of trees. After leaning my 
gun against one of the trees, I walked 
up to the car and said, “Gentlemen, 
what can I do for you?” 


Well, they laid out one of the nicest 
Communist lines imaginable. They 
told me, among other things, that their 
organization in New York was deter- 
mined to break up lynching, Jim Crow- 
ism, and every other form of evil done 
to the Negroes by the whites in the 
South. They insisted that the Negroes 
of the South had never been free; that 
only the name by which their bondage 
went was changed, but as to freedom 
— they have never had that. 


Their comrades in New York had 
been informed that I was one of the 
best educated Negroes in the Country 
and that I could be of the greatest help 
to them in building up the party in the 
South. 


After some thirty minutes of quietly 
receiving their line of propaganda, I 
declared, “I have had enough! I am 
going to give you three minutes to get 
off this campus!” Running back to 
where I had leaned my gun against a 
tree, I picked it up, and you should 
have seen them scuffling and backing 
the car away. When they reached the 
highway, they picked up speed and 
were soon out of sight. 


CONSTRUCTIVE APPROACH 


What the Negro needs is self-im- 
provement made possible by greater 
economic opportunities. He needs the 
kind of education that will fit him to 
hold down better jobs and make con- 
structive contributions to society 
through honest and _ productive toil. 
Merit produces its own reward. 


Economic betterment will place the 
Negro in a position to demand solution 
of his problems on the basis of achieve- 
ment. And to this, no decent white per- 
son will object. 


The Pittsburgh Courier sent a report- 
er, Trezz Anderson, down to interview 
me recently, and with a request that the 
reader minimize the personal refer- 
ences to me, I wish to quote a few sen- 
tences from that article: 


“Dr. Joseph Winthrop Holley, born 
1874. (founder and president emeritus 
of Albany State College and consult- 
ant to the Board of Regents of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia system) is one of the 
most profound thinkers of the Negro 
race. 


“He is an educator, pioneer, crusad- 
er, thinker, preacher, son of a slave, 





protector of his race and friend of the 
white man. 


“Dr. Holley is of the opinion that the 
average person, white and Negro, does- 
n’t understand integration. ‘It’s a new 
word,’ he says, ‘since the Supreme 
Court decision. It’s only temporary.’ 


“In his opinion the roots of the prob- 
lem go deeper than voting. ‘The ballot 
has never helped either the Negro or 
poor white,’ he declares. But Dr. Hol- 
ley will come vigorously to the defense 
of the right of Negroes to enjoy eco- 
nomic betterment. 


“His idea is to do something about 
the situation other than just talk about 


it. He has opened a shirt factory in 
Albany where employment exists for 
many Negroes. 

“Dr. Holley’s high Christian princi- 
ples and support of economic better- 
ment reminds you of the Scripture 
which says: ‘Seek ye first the kingdom 
of God, and his righteousness; and all 


these things shall be added unto you’. 
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HE TOCSIN is sounded. Battle 

lines are drawn and the South is 
fighting desperately to defend the in- 
tegrity of the white race. The fight is 
not really between whites and Negroes. 
It is between whites and vicious, red 
outfits who have misled Negroes and 
are using them as pawns for evil pur- 
poses. 


Mothers and fathers, whether of the 
North, South, East or West, if they 
have any racial pride, will stand shoul- 
der to shoulder with those stalwart 
Southerners who are protecting sons 
and daughters of both _ nationalities 
against a Communist inspired mongrel- 
ized civilization. 


Our Constitution is being flouted and 
liberties bought and paid for with the 
blood of American manhood, are be- 
ing placed in jeopardy. 


An impudent Supreme Court usurps 
the law-making functions of Congress; 
the President of the United States or- 
ders the Governor of a sovereign State 
to withdraw troops called out to pre- 
vent mob violence and, when violence 
occurs, orders federal troops into that 
State. 


There are those who will swallow 
left-wing propaganda and believe Gov- 
ernment soldiers were sent to Little 
Rock to uphold the law. That is not 
true. Governor Orval E. Faubus was 
able to keep order. Federal troops were 
sent there to enforce a vindictive and 
an unwise opinion of certain judges. 
one of whom, before he mounted the 
Supreme Court bench, had never tried 
a case in his life. 


The Supreme Court cannot legally 
make laws. Only Congress has that 
power. As to segregation, other Su- 
preme Courts prior to Warren had 
held that “separate but equal” schools 
were legal. 


A court decision is not an exact 
science. It is only an opinion and jud- 
ges are often wrong. Witness the many 
cases that are reversed by higher courts 
on appeal. In fact, when a five to four 


decision is handed down by the Su- 
preme Court, it shows that four judges 
believe the other five are in error. 


In trying to force mixing of the 
black and white races by the use of 
bayonets, the administration and the 
Supreme Court are violating the laws 
of nature and are foredoomed to fail- 
ure. Birds and animals mingle freely 
in the forest and on the plains yet, at 
mating time, they always choose their 
own species and year after year faith- 
fully reproduce according to kind. 


Millions of dollars are spent annual- 
ly by the Department of Agriculture 
and various State Agricultural Colleges 
to improve the breed of cattle, hogs, 
sheep, etc., but our Supreme Court 
seems blind to the lessons to be learned 
therefrom. Political leaders appear de- 
termined to destroy the best there is in 
both races by compelling blacks and 
whites to comingle. Such a policy is as 
abhorrent to decent colored people as 
to the whites. 


The writer has known many Negroes 
and never met a renegade among them. 
They believe in the black race in their 
particular heritage. By contrast, what 
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| sorry spectacles they make of miserable 


white scallawags who, for a few votes, 
are willing to sell the white race down 


the river. 


The Constitution does not give the 


| Federal Government right to tell a so- 


vereign State how it shall educate its 
children. That right was reserved by 
the States when the Republic was 
founded. 


Pro-communists and extreme leftists 
seized control of our Government in 
1932 and their influence has dominated 
our policies ever since. A few years ago 
Westbrook Pegler, after a tour of Eur- 
ope, came back home pessimistic almost 
to despair and raged against “the ras- 
cals who betrayed my country into its 
present terrible peril.” He scathingly 
denounced Roosevelt, Harry Hopkins, 
Harry Truman and the communist pro- 
teges of Felix Frankfurter who, he 
said, “infested our government like di- 
sease bearing lice.” 


The ultimate goal of these sneaks is 
a One World Communist Government 
wherein the United States will lose its 
sovereignty, our immigration laws will 
be nullified, and millions of foreigners 
permitted to settle on our shores like 
swarms of locusts.

He was unwittingly sentencing himself, 





























because his own crop of sin produced a 
fourfold harvest. 


First: The son born of the illicit love 
which Nathan exposed, lay dying. Da- 
vid’s anguish knew no bounds. He sob- 
bed his heart in prayer but trembling 
servants were forced to bring the sad 
news of the child’s death. 


Second: David’s beautiful daughter 
was lured into the quarters of her 
brother on the pretext that he was sick. 
There she became the prey of Amnon’s 
lust. 


Third: Absalom, another brother 
hated Amnon for the deed. He pre- 
pared a feast, to which many guests 
were invited. Absalom arranged for 
servants to drive a dagger into Am- 
non’s back, when the latter would 
come under the influence of strong 


drink. 


Fourth: When David was old, he 
fled into hiding because Absalom turn- 
ed the people against him and organ- 
ized an insurrection. There was a fierce 
battle. The old King still loved his re- 
bellious son. After the din of battle 
ended, word was brought of Absalom’s 
death. “O my son Absalom! would 
God I had died for thee, O Absalom, 


my son, my son!” 


David’s lamentation brings to our 
mind the old adage that “chickens come 
home to roost.” If we violate a law 
in nature, such as gravity. a penalty 
will be exacted. Physical laws may be 
broken only at personal risk. If this 
be true, how much more dangerous to 
break God’s laws of the moral universe, 
which have to do with things eternal! 


Seventy-five per cent of the business 
of our Country, is said to be run on 
borrowed capital. In like manner, you 
have been using God’s capital all your 
life. “In him we live, and move, and 
have our being.” 


He has given you food to eat, water 
to drink and air to breathe. You are a 
physical debtor. 


Your moral and spiritual debt is, 
however, greater. Spiritually you are a 
bankrupt for “all have sinned and come 
short of the glory of God.” “All have 


sinned.” 


Now I will read you the law concern- 
ing sin, Ezekiel 18:4. “The soul that 
sinneth it shall die.” Die! This is the 
law. Water runs downhill, not up. It’s 
the law. The Pole Star shines out of 


the north, not the south. It’s the law. 
The sun rises in the east, not the west. 
It’s the law. 


God’s justice and law must be satis- 
fied. His moral laws are as unerring 
as those which we observe in the mater- 
ial world. He cannot swerve from per- 
fect. everlasting and infinite justice. 


MERCY’S PROVISION 
Suspend the penalty? Never! 


But God’s mercy satisfies the law of 
justice. “What the law could not do, 
in that it was weak through the flesh, 
God sending his own Son, in the like- 
ness of sinful flesh, and for sin, con- 
demned sin in the flesh.” 


“How do you think you are justified 
before God?” said an Irish clergyman 
to a man in his parish. 


“How sir? By the righteousness of 
Christ, to be sure!” 


“Well, I want you to tell me what 
you understand by the righteousness of 
Christ.” 

The man hesitated for a moment and 
then replied: “Suppose, sir, I want to 
go to Limerick. I go down to the rail- 
way station, and try to get into a car- 
riage. A porter comes up to me and 
asks for my ticket. I am obliged to tell 
him I have none, and have no money 
to buy one. He pushes me back, and 
says I must not go. 


“A kind, rich man is standing by; 
he says to me, ‘I will purchase a ticket 
for you.’ This he does, and hands it to 
me. I show it to the porter, who then 
allows me to get into a carriage, and 
away I go to Limerick. In the same 
way I want to go to heaven. I have 
no way of purchasing the title to it. Je- 
sus sees my anxiety to go. He died to 
pay the debt of my sins. He gives me 
His righteousness. I show this to God, 
and as the railway ticket admitted me 
to the train, it gives me a title to heaven 
which of myself I did not possess, and 
by my own power I could never have 
obtained.” 


GETHSEMANE TO CALVARY 


Gethsemane is more than a garden, 
or an olive yard near the base of the 
Mount of Olives. It is the place of sor- 
row and a broken heart. Here the Lord 
sweat drops of blood. 

He prayed, “O, Father, if it be pos- 
sible, let this cup pass from me: never- 
theless not as I will, but as thou wilt.”

Was it because He was about to be 
treated as a sinner, mocked as a sinner, 
dragged before officials as a sinner, 
cursed as a sinner, condemned as a 
sinner and put to death as a sinner?

EET Lino 

Casillas Her- 
nandez. He grad- 
uated with the 
1957 Class (last 
June) at the De- 
fenders Theologi- 
cal Seminary in 
Puerto Rico, hav- 
ing been sponsor- 
ed by a Defender 
family in Iowa. It 
frequently happens that friends who 
finance the education of native students 
in the school, wish to know what their 
graduates do after entering upon lives 
of definite Christian service. In the in- 
stance of Lino Casillas Hernandez, let 
it be noted that he has carved out for 
himself a busy and fruitful ministry. 


Following the best tradition of the 
old “circuit rider,” he presides over 
and directs four preaching points and 
native worship centers where more than 
100 services are held each _ passing 
month. And, he is not the exception! 
Almost all graduates find places of 
service where their knowledge and tal- 
ents are put to productive use in the 
vineyard of the Lord. 





During his school years, while in 
Seminary training, Lino developed a 
ministry among tuberculosis sufferers, 
hospitalized in a Puerto Rico Govern- 
ment Sanitarium. He loved the sick, 
visited the institution evenings and 
week-ends, preached and sang and pray- 
ed, saw many converted, organized ‘a 
Sunday School and conducted several 
baptismal services. 


Since graduating, he has kept this 
program going, visiting the place only 
at irregular intervals, keeping other 
native workers in charge. The attend- 
ance at week night services averages 
around 40, with over 50 at Sunday 
School on Lord’s days.

in this ministry at the Sanitarium but 
the “Chapel Church” has never had fi- 
nancial support. It is waiting to be as- 
signed to some Defender reader, ac- 
cording to the plan of $20.00 a month. 


Over a period of years, a small nu- 
cleus of Defender converts developed 
at a place called Guaynabo Town. In 
April 1956, Lino started going there. 
A short time later, Wichita headquart- 
ers arranged for friends in Morning 
Sun, Iowa to assume support of this 
native worship center (at $20.00 a 
month). It has grown, become stabil- 
ized and developed into a factor for 
righteousness in the community. Meet- 
ings are held every night the year 
round. Lino directs all details and has 
developed trained workers to conduct 
services in his absence. 


There has been, for several years, a 
“Chapel Church” at Frailes Altos, in 
the same part of the Island. A Defend- 
er family in Lake Preston, South Da- 
kota has supported it regularly since 
November 1951. In February 1956, 
Lino was assigned to also oversee this 
flock. He is Pastor, but assisted by 





other helpers in his absence. Like Guay- 
nabo Town, meetings are held every 
night throughout the year at Frailes 
Altos. 

The monthly contributions of the 
friends in Iowa and South Dakota keep 
these two centers in existence. 


Simultaneously with the foregoing 
lines of work, Lino has the last few 
months developed another field in a 
community called Camarones. So far, 
Wichita headquarters has not succeed- 
ed in arranging financial support for 
this worship center. Unless something 
is done soon, along this line, the pros- 
pect is that the “Chapel Church” will 


have to close. 


Services are also held every night 
at Camarones under Lino’s supervision, 
with native helpers in charge, when he 
is not present. He travels, like the “cir- 
cuit riders” of the United States in an 
early day ... commuting between the 
four above native pastorates. 


Supporters are urgently needed for the 
works at the Tuberculosis Sanitarium 
and Camarones. Let at least two friends 
respond to this plea. There are also 
other native centers in Puerto Rico 
without support. The picture below is 
an inside view of the Camarones 
“Chapel Church.” The building is rent- 
ed. Immediate help is needed to keep 
the doors open.

Dear Brother: 


I thank the beloved friends in the 
United States for making it possible, 
that you send regularly our financial 
support, to help us with missionary 
work over here. The location of the two 
Defender schools close to the Damascus 
Gate, where we can look out any time 
and see the hill of Calvary, is proving 
ideal — the best place for us to be in 
all Jerusalem. 


Our women and girls in one school, 
and men and boys in another, are all 
happy working with their hands, learn- 
ing trades, studying God’s Word, to 
go out and take a testimony to win 
others for the Saviour who spent His 
days on earth here where we live. 


Since last April, we hold two services 
each Lord’s day, which includes a Sun- 
day School. Neighbors and people from 
other parts of Jerusalem come, and the 
students too. I am glad to say we 
preach and teach the Word without 
hinderance. 


Others from abroad have been swept 
aside by the tides and their missionary 
work has suffered, but always we go 
ahead as natives, giving out the Gospel 
in the same language and fitted to the 
customs of the people. We minister to 
refugees whose plight continues un- 


speakably bad. 


As regards the girls’ school and the 
boys’ school, I will say this represents 
the best way so far developed for carry- 
ing Christ to the Middle East. The De- 
fenders organization is loved and re- 
spected in local circles because every- 
body can see that we are feeding the 
hungry, clothing the naked, helping 
the sick and taking in the strangers as 


the Lord said in Matthew 26:37-40. 


Missionary work is not easy over 
here, but I cannot find in our Lord’s 
instructions or the experience of Chris- 
tians in New Testament times, that we 
are expected to seek an easy road. 
When the student in our school finishes 
and goes out to seek opportunities to 
witness for Christ, he or she has a 
trade, learned while with us. 


The idea of making them able to 
support themselves is good and the 
only way to assure their security. Then 
by living clean and wholesome lives, 
giving a testimony by their conduct, 
and pouring the message of God’s Word 





through what they have learned, we 
see fruit gathered for eternity. It is the 
best way to carry on missionary work 
in this part of the world. 


We are continuing to teach simple 
courses to root and ground Arab be- 
lievers in a knowledge of the Word 
and the principles of personal evangel- 
ism. The teachings must be kept with- 
in the reach of the humblest people, or 
the purpose is lost. 


The policy you have always suggest- 
ed of keeping out of anything political 
is the best. Our “citizenship” is in 
heaven. We are pilgrims and wanderers 
in this life, looking for a city whose 
maker and builder is God. 


We are ambassadors, representing 
the King of glory and His Kingdom on 
this earth. Being citizens of heaven, 
our stay here is of only comparatively 
short duration, so we must be busy de- 
voting our time to eternal matters. 


Four boxes are on the way to you 
by steamship full of things, sewing and 
embroidery, wood carvings and Bibles 
bound in olive wood covers, for you to 
distribute among our beloved friends 
in the United States. 


We look out upon people and condi- 
tions greatly upset and in turmoil, and 
know that the presence of the Holy 
Spirit and teachings of the Saviour, 
offer the only real cure and solution. 
Results must be left with God, but we 
have the responsibility to reach as 
many people as possible with the Gos- 
pel. May Heaven help us to be faith- 
ful and seize every opportunity.

R. BROOMALL is an instructor in 

Erskine Theological Seminary lo- 
cated at Due West, South Carolina. His 
book rates at highest levels of conserv- 
ative, evangelical Christan thought. 
The text is adapted for both individual 
and classroom use. 


The attitudes of the various schools 
of thought toward the fundamentals of 
the Faith are stated and analyzed, from 
the most liberal to the uitra evangeli- 
cal. Dr. Broomall brings the conserva- 
tive position into focus at every point, 
revealing sound and superior scholar- 
ship. 


His first two chapters are devoted to 
the Inspiration of the Bible. “Many 
definitions of inspiration are given,” 
says Dr. Broomall, and he proceeds at 
once to explain them The end result is 
that no doubt is left in the reader’s 
mind as to the complete uniqueness 
of the divine library comprising 66 
books. 


Chapters three and four deal with 
“Revelation and Criticism” and “Prin- 
ciples of Criticism.” Biblical Criticism 
breaks down two ways: (a) textual and

Textual critics assemble all the facts 
about passages and explain their posi- 
tions in the Scriptural canon. Higher 
critics try to pick the claims to pieces. 


In chapter five, the destroyers are 
met head-on, “The Higher Critical Po- 
sition Stated and Refuted.” There are 
several other chapters, including one 

“ 6 Rie ” 
on “Archaeology and Criticism” of ex- 
ceptional value.

Under the caption, “Preparation For 
Soul-Winning,” the reader is taken 
through the plan of salvation, acquaint- 
ed with sources of Scriptural authority 
for presenting the claims of the Gospel, 
and shown how to press the truth home 
anticipating a personal decision. In 
other words, the soul-winner must have 
the know-how! 


Under the caption, “Participation For 
Soul-Winnirg,” Mr. Downey gets down 
to cases, showing how to translate into 
action, knowledge gained in Part One. 
Striking chapter titles are used, of 
which the following are samples: “Deal- 
ing with Children,” “Dealing with the

(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “DELIVERED.” 


Several important words stand out 
in bold relief, in today’s lesson, but 
considering the circumstances under 
which “delivered” appears, it is espe- 
cially significant. “For I delivered un- 
to you first of all that which I also re- 
ceived.” 

The Church at Corinth was surround- 
ed on all sides by paganism. Paul tried 
to insulate the congregation against 
these influences. There were also skep- 
tics. agnostics and other unbelievers 
who questioned the doctrines of the 
Faith as Paul preached them. A de- 
fense. geared to aggressive action. was 
needed. The best defense is a vigorous 
offensive! 

He wrote brilliantly of bedrock fun- 
damentals. Basic truths had to be clar- 
ified. His teachings were not of human 
origin. He was not expounding a_phil- 
osphy or set of ideas and ideals worked 
out in his own brain. 


What he said had been “delivered” 
to him from a source above human 
levels, was a deposit of revealed truth 
for a sin-sick and dying race. 


The first great truth Paul empha- 
sized in refuting falsehood and dissolv- 
ing error related to the Cross. “Christ 
died for our sins.” The crucifixion was 
more than a trap engineered by Jews. 
It was the unfoldment of a predeter- 








mined plan “according to the scrip- 
tures.” 


Facing Calvary, Jesus said that He 
could summon “twelve legions of an- 
gels” to destroy His enemies, but asked: 
“How then shall the scriptures be ful- 
filled?”’ What the world saw at Calvary 
was the materialization of a plan con- 
ceived in the mind of the Infinite be- 
fore the foundation of the world, es- 
sential to the solution of the sin prob- 
lem. 


“And that he was buried, and that 
he rose again.” The second truth re- 
lated to the Resurrection. Jews might 
rail and Greeks laugh (1 Corinthians 
1:23-25) but the Cross and Tomb were 
fortresses of truth, immovable, immu- 
table, indestructible. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS I CORINTH- 
IANS 15:49. 


“And as we have borne the image of 
the earthy, we shall also bear the image 
of the heavenly.” 


This verse probably contains more 
meaning, on the advantages derived 
from being a Christian, than any other 
in the entire Bible. Its implications and 
assurances reach beyond this time 
world, into endless eternity. Paul turn- 
ed from discussing Christ’s Resurrec- 
tion, to your resurrection. Because He 
lives, you shall live! 


The body of the believer, fashioned 
after the one Christ brought back from 
the tomb. is of a higher order than the 
“earthy.” which being buried returns 
to dust. The natural body is subject

(3) THE KEY FACT: OUR FAITH 
IS SUPPORTED BY MANY INFAL- 
LIBLE PROOFS. 


Today’s lesson reads like a commen- 
tary on Luke’s words recorded in Acts 
1:3, “To whom he shewed himself alive 
after his passion by many _ infallible 

. 7° 
proofs, being seen of them forty days. 


Forty days elapsed between the Res- 
urrection and Ascension of Christ. Dur- 
ing this time Paul says Cephas and the 
twelve saw Him also 500 in one 
group. most of whom were still living 
at the time the Corinthian letter was 
being written then James and all 
the apostles ... and last, by Paul him- 


| self on the road to Damascus. 


Deep in the foundations of the Faith, 
is embedded the undisputed fact of 


| Christ’s Resurrection. Paul places em- 


phasis upon the fact that a Man entire- 
ly unique. came to our planet, lived a 
sinless life, died, was placed in the 
grave, and came out garbed in gar- 
ments of light unlike anything prev- 
iously known among men. 


This fact leaves no doubt as to the 
certainty of life after death. He be- 
came the “firstfruits,” the pattern and 
example of those who “cross the bar” 
in Christ. If Christians wish to know 
what they will be like in the after life,

I Corinthians, Chapter 16.

A. Paul dignifies the collection at worship ser- 
vices. I Corinthians 16:1. 

B. Paul dedicates the first day of the week for 
special worship. I Corinthians 16:2. 

C. Paul starts currents of missionary service 
flowing. I Corinthians 16:3-12. 

D. Paul gives an exhortation containirg four 
imperatives. I Corinthians 16:14. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “COLLECTION.” 


The People’s Bible Encyclopedia 
says: “In the early age of the Church 
the Christians of Palestine suffered 
greatly from poverty, probably due to 
ostracism. Paul made appeals to Gen- 
tile Christians for aid. See Acts 24:17, 
Romans 15:25-26, II Corinthians 8 & 
9 and Galatians 2:10 recommending 
collections to be taken for this purpose 
on the “first day of the week” (I Corin- 
thians 16:1-3). 


There are two aspects to the Church. 
One touches heaven and the other 
touches earth. The latter imposes ma- 
terial requirements. An evangelist of 
the last generation used to say: “You 
can gauge a man’s religion by its effect 
on his pocketbook.” 


“Now concerning the collection for 
the saints.” The group referred to as 
saints were the members of the mother 
Church at Jerusalem. In his Roman 
letter, Paul is more explicit: “the poor 
among the saints that are at Jerusa- 
lem.” 


Jerusalem converts, being almost en- 





tirely Jews, were in a pitiful plight, 
languishing under the thorny hand of 
persecution instigated by Christ-hating 
Talmudists. Families were broken up. 
Many were driven into exile. Some 
were killed. Jewish leaders were placing 
themselves and their city in the path of 
judgment, which was later executed by 
the Roman seige of Titus in 70 A.D. 


When Paul appealed to the Christians 
of Corinth, Galatia, Ephesus and other 
areas, he was turning the eyes of the 
Church out, toward others, and intro- 
ducing the principle of sharing which 
gave rise to the great missionary move- 
ments that followed. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS I CORINTH- 
IANS 16:14. 


“Let all your things be done with 
charity.” 


It is a striking fact that no sooner 
did Paul finish his discussion of the 
Resurrection in chapter 15, than he 
came down to earth abruptly, with a 
reference to the collection. 


Bishop Moule says: “Get the amaz- 
ing force of this practical detail, this 
transitory local arrangement, this bit 
of businesslike method, this first ac- 
count of a punctual Sunday collection 
for a charitable object. It springs and 
rises into an eternal assertion of Chris- 
tian principle, good for every place and 
time. These words about that often un- 
welcome thing, a collection — they 
come to us as a message from heaven. 
You see what I mean. This verse is the 
immediate sequel of the fifteenth (res- 
urrection) chapter of I Corinthians.” 


The financing of Christ’s cause in 
the world should be kept where Paul 
placed it, an integral part of divine 
worship. Offerings were to be assem- 
bled on the first day of the week, the 
Christian Sabbath. This leaves no doubt 
that Sunday was the day hallowed and 
devoted to worship among early Church 
congregations. 
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Jamieson, Fausset & Brown Com- 
mentary says: “The first day of the 
week was kept sacred by Christians as 
the day of the Lord’s resurrection, the 
beginning day both of the physical and 
of the new spiritual creations; it grad- 
ually superseded the Jewish sabbath on 
the seventh day. Acts 20:7 and Revela- 
tion 1:10.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT: CHRISTIANS 
ARE EXHORTED TO STAND FAST. 


Paul gave the Corinthians (and us) 
an exhortation of four imperatives: 


“Watch ye.” Corinth was a city of 
abysmal profligacy. The Christians. 
new-born babes in Christ, were at a 
decided disadvantage. The phrase 
means be alert, or keep awake. They 
were to keep the conscience sensitive 
to the dangers of temptation, their spir- 
itual faculties active, like a sentry 
watching every suspicious move of the 
night. 


“Stand fast in the faith.” This has 
been paraphrased to read: When the 
soft, enervating air of Corinth’s lux- 
uriousness steals over you, stand fast 
in the faith, When the cold wind of 
persecution assails you, stand fast in 
the faith, When doubt assails, and 
your new-found belief comes into ques- 
tion, stand fast in the faith. 


“Quit you like men.” A correct trans- 
lation of this phrase from the original 
text is difficult. No English term is 
available to carry the true load of 
meaning. In modern parlance, one 
might say: “Play the man, be positive, 
avoid flabbiness.” 


“Be strong.” Put strength into every- 
thing you do. Do not go about your 
task of witnessing for Christ in a faint, 
half-hearted, lax, irresolute, anemic, 
dying sort of a way. Be strong in your 
prayers. Be strong in your ambitions. 
Be strong in your visions and hopes. 
Be strong in your beneficence. Surprise 
the devil by your strength. 


In other portions of his Corinthian 
letters, Paul dealt with doctrines, but 
in this one he deals more with deport- 
ment. He admonishes early Christians, 
and those destined to follow in their 
train, on several subjects.

PAUL’S TRIUMPHANT 
TESTIMONY 


Philippians, Chapter 1. 











EMORY TEXT: “For to me to live 
is Christ, and to die is gain.” Phil- 
ippians 1:21. 

The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 

as follows: 

A. Paul in prison at Rome, writing to the con- 
gregation at Philippi. Philippians 1:1. 

B. Progress with the Gospel through adversity. 
Philippians 1:12-14. 

C. The message of Christ preached in various 
ways and under varying circumstances. 
Philippians 1:15-18. 

D. Triumph over difficulties and even death, 
assured through Christ. Philippians 1:21. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “PREACH.” 


Philippians is one of four Epistles 
written by Paul in A.D. 62 during his 
imprisonment at Rome. There were 
Christians among Nero’s slaves and 
prisoners who naturally felt drawn to 
Paul. It stands to reason that the Apos- 
tle would tell these people about his 
devoted friends of the Philippian con- 
gregation. They came to know them, 
through him, and sent greetings. 


Philippi was an important Roman 
city, named after Philip, father of Alex- 
ander the Great, who took it from 
Thrace. Here the first Church in Eur- 
ope was founded, as narrated by Luke 
in the sixteenth chapter of Acts. Of all 
the Churches established through Paul’s 
ministry, this one seems to have cher- 
ished for him the most tender affec- 
tion. 


Approximately ten years had elapsed 
between his first visit to the city and 
the writing of this Epistle. In spite of 
the fact that he was a prisoner, the 
words “joy” and “rejoice” appear 1* 
times in the document, indicating 1. 
ward triumph over adverse outwar 
circumstances. 


Paul’s heart and mind were consum- |} 


ed with preaching the Gospel. To him, 
nothing in life was as important as 
making known to others, and_ still 
others, the facts concerning the person 
of Christ and His power to transform 
lives. As might be expected, here we 
find him repeatedly using the word 
“preach” and its derivatives in describ- 
ing his experiences at Rome. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS PHILIP- 
PIANS 1:21. 


“For to me to live is Christ. and to 
die is gain.” 

This is both the essence of Paul’s 
faith and the soul of Christianity. The 








Christian religion is, in the iast analy- 
sis, substitution. On the Cross, Christ 
is the believer’s legal Substitute, where- 
by one is justified in accepting forgive- 
ness of sin. In the heart, He is the be- 
liever’s vital Substitute, whereby His 
divine nature replaces the traits and 
tendencies of perverse human nature. 


A little girl was converted. Next day, 
a Pastor asked where was Jesus. She 
answered: “In my heart.” The Pastor 
wished to know what she would do if 
Satan were to knock at the door of her 
heart. To which she replied: “I would 
send Jesus to the door.” 


Paul’s central ambition was that 
Christ be reflected through his person- 
ality, motivating his actions and finally 
triumphing in the hour of death, which 
was clearly approaching. What an ex- 
ample for us! 


For some to live is wealth, for others 
pleasure, others work, others fame ... 
but for Paul, Christ. A writer on the 
Pauline theology says: “Everything he 
did and thought, undertook and plan- 
ned, was done in relation to Jesus 
Christ. To die would be gain for him, 
because in death he would go to be 
with the Lord whom he was serving.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT: GOD CAUSES 
THE WRATH OF MEN TO PRAISE 
HIM. 


The portion of today’s lesson which 
speaks of the power of preaching being 
intensified by facing opposition, har- 
monizes with Psalm 76:10, “The wrath 
of men shall praise thee.” 


It often happens that burdens turn 
into blessings, and persecution into 
progress, when people are working in 
line with the will of God. Friction 
makes strength. Resistance builds mus- 
cle. 


Paul observed the working of this 
principle in Rome, facing eventual ex- 
ecution on orders from Nero: “The 
things which happened unto me have 
fallen out rather unto the furtherance 
of the gospel.” 


A surprisingly large amount of the 
New Testament was written in jail. 
Two groups are mentioned as coming 
under the influence of the Gospel 
through Paul’s presence. One was the 
palace guards, charged with keeping 
him in prison. The words “in all the 
palace” have been translated “through 
the whole praetorian guard.” 


The guards were impressed by his 
faith. They told others. The soldiers 
who watched him were changed at in- 
tervals, thereby providing new congre- 
gations to hear his preaching. He was 
allowed to receive visitors. The story 
of Christ was soon being discussed on 


all sides.

Philippians 


(I) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS "LOSS.” 


In the early part of his letter to the 
Philippians, Paul commended them for 
their fidelity to revealed truth and love 
of the Gospel. At the time of writing. 
there was, to the best of his knowledge, 
nothing that required special discipline 
or correction. He loved this congrega- 
tion and respected the membership for 
having moved along constructively dur- 
ing the ten years of its existence. 


Then like the dropping of a boulder 
into a placid pool, came Epaphroditus 
with a stunning message that a Judais- 
tic movement was developing in the 
group. Talmudic teachings were being 
disseminated. Christians were being 
deceived and worship services pervert- 
ed. One writer describes the teachings 
as “anti-Pauline” but a better term 
would be “anti-Christ.” 


Paul understood, having been him- 
self ensnared by the Talmud as a young 
man, a Pharisee. The thought of fine 
Philippian Christians coming under 


this baneful influence, frightened him. | 





He wrote with fire and determination. 


A strange word bobs up, “concision.” | 


He dubs the Judaizers dogs. “Beware 


of dogs, beware of evil workers. be- | 


ware of the concision.” The word ap- | 


pears only this once in the Bible. 


It describes with derision. Jews who 


are merely mutilated by circumcision | 
; : ’ | 
in the flesh, with no knowledge of the | 


spiritual meaning of the rite. Circum- 


| 
| 


cision as applied in Old Testament 
times, was a type, pointing to heart 
circumcision by the power of Christ 
in the life of the believer. 


Dr. H. K. Wuest says: “Heathen 
priests mutilated their own bodies. The 
Judaizers mutilated the message of the 
Gospel by adding law to grace ...” 


Paul recites his attainments as a 
young Jew, prior to conversion, and 
writes it all off as “loss.” He calls it 
“dung” — offal, waste, something rep- 
rehensible, odious and beneath the level 
of the Christian. There was no doubt in 
his mind that Judaism, the flower of 
the Talmud, and Christianity could 
never be rationalized. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS PHILIP- 
PIANS 3:9. 


“Not having mine own righteousness, 
which is of the law, but that which is 
through the faith of Christ, the right- 
eousness which is of God by faith.” 


Paul turns the discussion into an 
exposition of his chief doctrine — the 
doctrine of justification by faith. The 
best of self-effort fails to satisfy the 
demands of justice in the solution of 
the sin problem. Grace, unmerited fa- 
vor, whereby Christ takes upon Himself 
the sinner’s guilt, is presented in con- 
trast to the demands of Judaism. 


Recent events in the Philippian con- 
gregation made necessary a new and 
right perspective of Christ. A clear 
view of the Saviour would dissolve the 
error that had swept in from the out- 
side. 


Dr. W. E. Biederwolf once wrote: 
“When one has a real vision of Jesus, 
and He stands disclosed to the soul in 
all His satisfying loveliness, the lure of 
the world is really gone. Dannecker 
was a Christian man and one of the 
greatest sculptors Germany has ever 
produced. He employed his great talent 
in producing a face of Christ. He felt 
in his soul that this was to be his mas- 
terpiece, and for eight long years he 
toiled patiently. 


“When he had finished, he gave to 
the world a work which, more than all 
else he ever did, has made his name 
immortal. The face he created reveal- 
ed the strong love and tender compas- 
sion of the divine Man of sorrows. 


“Some of his countrymen had want- 
ed a statue of Venus for Germany and, 
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charmed at Dannecker’s great success, 
they said, ‘Now we shall have a Venus 
to outrival the one of the Medici of 
Milan,’ and they proposed to their re- 
nowned sculptor that he should at once 
try his skill in this new direction. And 
this is what he said: ‘I can never make 
a Venus after I have looked upon the 
face of Christ.’ 


“This is the secret of the Christian 
life — a real affection for Christ in 
the heart. This is the expulsive power 
before which the carnal and the unholy 
stand.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT: THE CHRIS- 
TIAN HAS A HIGH CALLING. 


“T press toward the mark for the 
prize of the high calling of God in 
Christ Jesus.” 


Paul next takes a long, careful look 
into the glory world. “Our conversation 
is in heaven.” The word conversation 
actually reads citizenship in the orig- 
inal text, a place of permanent abode 
for the believer when “our vile body” 
is changed and “fashioned like unto 
his glorious body.” 


Dr. Alexander Maclaren says: “It is 
a high calling because it is so much 
above the levels where men live. It is 
also a high calling because always 
above our highest aspirations. And 
then it is a high calling because it sum- 
mons us to where Christ sits at the 


right hand of God.” 

This sublime thought is found in 
numerous New Testament passages, 
pointing forward and expressing the 
future hope of those in Christ (Gala- 
tians 4:26, Colossians 3:1. Hebrews 
3:1, I Corinthians 9:24, If Timothy 


4:8, Revelation 2:10, I Peter 5:4). 
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HE WORD “diagnosis” comes from 

a Greek term meaning “to distin- 
guish.” In modern medical parlance it 
suggests the art of recognizing disease 
from symptoms, and scientific deter- 
mination of the cause responsible for 
ailments which the examining doctor 
may have under scrutiny. 

This piece of writing will fall into 
two divisions. First, facts about Diag- 
nosis. Second, facts about Treatments, 
particularly the system known as “Auto- 
therapy.” 


As my old professor of diagnosis in 
medical college used to say: “The body 
as a composite whole is a mechanism 
made up of many parts, the condition 
of which must be understood in order 
to successfully apply treatment.” 


We try to make Rosedale Clinic pal- 
atable to our guests. Most of them, un- 
fortunately, bring pain and discomfort. 
We do everything possible to put and 
keep them at ease, first mentally, and 
later physically. It is our responsibility 
to search out the cause of their trouble, 
and this we call diagnosis. 


The most valuable asset anyone can 
possess in this life is physical health. 





coupled with mental, emotional and 
spiritual ease. If I did not feel God was 
being served in both material and spir- 
itual ways, at Rosedale, the doors 
would be closed tomorrow. 

There is an outside and an inside to 
the nature of man. The invisible de- 
mands care, the same as the visible. 
In our work, we are often faced with 
the task of changing the attitude of 
sick friends from negative to positive. 
They come to us hurt, bruised and 
buffeted by hard-hitting devils called 
disease germs. They are sick, often 
mentally as well as physically, because 
of punishment suffered. 

There is an intimate relationship be- 
tween the mental and the physical. Our 
diagnosis is conducted at both levels. 
The one reacts to the other. “As a man 
thinketh in his heart, so is he.” People 
are helped when encouraged to think 
positively and constructively. 

When a doctor trains to ferret out 
the cause of diseases and effect reme- 
dies, he is engaged in a ministry, in 
cooperation with the Creator, instead 
of merely holding down a job. Carlyle 
said: “Whoso layeth his hand on the 
human body touches heaven.” 


DIAGNOSIS 


| 

| Correct diagnosis demands a routine. 

| The doctor must know certain things 

| about the patient he is to treat. We call 
this making a case history. The ques- 
tion and answer method is used. 


A set form is filled out. Age, birth, 
parentage, known family weaknesses . . . 
eating, drinking, smoking and sleeping 
habits ... the length of time the person 
has been ill, the main areas of pain, 
treatments used in the past, and then 
finally a specific interrogation devoted 
to the principal ailment suggested by 
the symptoms. A chart is compiled 
which becomes the basis for prescrib- 
ing the course of treatment to be cho- 
sen. 


The doctor must know everything 
that can be known about the blood of 
the one he is trying to serve, for it is 
the carrier of that mysterious some- 
thing called life. The blood is also the 
preserver of life because it conveys oxy- 
gen, food supply and _ protective ele- 
ments to all the tissues. In a marvelous 
way. it also carries poisons out of the 
body through the organs of elimina- 
tion. 


Two instruments are included in the 
Rosedale equipment for taking the 
blood pressure of patients. 


The Heartometer has dual needles 
for making a graph. One records the 
blood pressure, both diastolic and sys- 
talic. Between these low and high 
points, the pressure under which the 
heart labors is indicated. The other 
needle registers the beat of the heart. 


The Sphygmometer, like the Hearto- 
meter, requires an arm band. A small 
cylinder containing mercury is in evi- 
dence. Air is pumped into the arm 
band. The diaphragm of a stethoscope 
is placed over a blood vessel and _ be- 
neath the band. Resultant pressure 
causes the mercury in a glass tube to 
rise. This enables the diagnostician to 
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determine whether the blood pressure 
is high or low and the degree. 


X-ray photography is also a vital 
part of the diagnosis. Two principal 
organs about which the doctor must 
have exact information are the lungs 
and colon. 


He needs to satisfy himself that the 
lungs are supplying enough oxygen for 
normal use, and if not a way must be 
found to correct the condition. 


The colon likewise demands careful 
attention. Blood pollution often results 
from poison generated in the lower 
bowel through the accumulation of de- 
cayed waste matter. Twisted, tortured 
colons often prevent proper elimina- 
tion and cause intestinal stasis or stag- 
nation. Pictures of this organ taken by 
X-ray enable the doctor to proceed 
intelligently. 


BLOOD AND URINE 


At Rosedale we recognize the neces- 
sity of making chemical and micro- 
scopical analyses of both blood and 
urine. 


A blood sedimentation is made to 
determine the rate of time required for 
the cells to fall a certain number of 
centimeters, twenty within a thirty min- 
ute period being considered normal. 


More rapid falling or settling than 
this, suggests some form of cell destruc- 
tion and creates suspicion of a malig- 
nancy. 


Another approach to diagnosis 
through the blood has to do with deter- 
mining microscopically the number of 
cells both red and white contained in 
the serum. The function of the red 
cells, as previously indicated, is to con- 
vey oxygen and nourishment to tissues 
»f the body, and carry off waste matter. 
The function of the white cells is phago- 
cytosis, which means the engulfing and 
destruction of microorganisms. These 
cells have been correctly called “the 
police force of the body.” 





It behooves the diagnostician to learn 
everything possible about these two 
cell families in the body of the patient. 
This is predicated upon thorough work 
in the laboratory. 


There is no more important phase 
of a diagnosis than the taking of the 
blood chemistry. This requires two or 
three cubic centimeters of blood, depos- 
ited in a vial and transferred to a test 
tube in the laboratory. 


Certain chemicals are applied which 
cause a reaction determining the ele- 
ments contained in the blood. The ele- , 
ment of chief concern is calcium be- 
cause so many bodily functions depend 
upon it. 

Another important factor is to learn 
the cholesterol content because this sub- 
stance is converted into vitamin D by 
the actinic rays of the Sun. This vita- 
min controls the calcium metabolism. 
A knowledge of the blood chemistry 
makes it possible for the doctor to 
know the vitamins and minerals most 
needed to give balance to the patient’s 
body. 


No diagnosis can be considered com- 
plete without a chemical analysis of 
the urine. There are several different 
tests available such as specific gravity, 
albumen, sugar, bile and blood in the 
fluid. In addition to this chemical 
study, there is a microscopic analysis 
to determine the type and number of 
cells in the urine. These two methods 
of analyzing the urine, microscopically 
and chemically, combine to tell the doc- 
tor what he needs to know about kid- 
ney function. 


The foregoing phases of a diagnosis 
break down into many divisions and 
subdivisions. These are accompanied by 
a complete physical examination which 
includes eyes, ears, nose, throat, rec- 
tum and other organs and parts of the 
body. With this accomplished, the doc- 
tor can usually determine if the system 
of treatment he uses can really be of 
help. 
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TREATMENTS 


Included in the treatments adminis- 
tered at Rosedale Clinic, is the system 
known as “Autotherapy.” Other users 
of this method, originated at the dawn 
of the present century by Charles H. 
Duncan, M.D., have recorded remark- 
able results comparable to those now 
being enjoyed at Rosedale. 


Case histories are available, demon- 
strating triumph by Autotherapy over 
such ailments as Sinusitis, Colitis, Pus 
Infections, Carbuncles, Boils, Abscess- 
es, Acne, Eczema, Cellulitis, Arthritis, 
Rheumatism, Stomach Ulcers, Hay Fev- 
er, Asthma, Appendicitis and others. 


With the reader’s permission, I shall 
now take from our files a gracious let- 
ter written September 17, 1957 by one 
of Rosedale’s valued friends, a seventy- 
four year old lady of Bethany, Okla- 
homa, who writes as follows:

body, is now working in harmony one 
with the others. A rejuvenation of my 
body has taken place. I feel like a dif- 
ferent person and act like a different 
person. It’s so good to be well and 


happy.” (Signed Mrs. Dora Porter.) 


AUTOTHERAPY EXPLAINED 


Dr. Duncan defined Autotherapy as 
follows: “Autotherapy is the physi- 
cian’s method of treating the patient 
with unmodified toxic substances elab- 
orated within the latter’s body, by the 
action of the infectious agent on his 
body tissues, against which the tissues 
react in a curative manner.” 


Like many other great discoveries, 
those of Dr. Duncan started from sim- 
ple beginnings. He had a dog that be- 
came wounded. The pet was observed 
licking the sores thus inflicted. This 
started a trend of thought in the mind 
of the doctor that was destined to open 
up an all new field of medical research. 
Sir Isaac Newton discovered the law of 
gravitation by the falling of an apple. 


Instinct caustd the suffering canine 
to lick his wounds, covering the area 
with slippery saliva. Dr. Duncan at first 
thought the purpose was to cleanse the 
wound, but discovered otherwise. Dogs 
have no knowledge of cleanliness. 


This creature was actually adminis- 
tering to itself a form of natural ther- 
apy, by swallowing pus from _ the 
wound. Poison taken into its system 
neutralized poison! 


Dr. George Frederick Laidlaw, a 
noted scholar, wrote these words in 
his Introduction to Dr. Duncan’s text- 
book on Autotherapy: 


“In Dr. Duncan, the man, and auto- 
therapy, the system, the old dream of 
curing disease with its own poison 
reaches its highest modern develop- 
ment; for this idea of curing disease 
with its own poison is age-old, so old 
that we cannot point to its beginning 
in the tradition of ancient medicine. 
The idea is found among many primi- 
tive and savage peoples. In the history 
of medicine, it appears, vanishes and 
reappears, each time a little finer and 
better developed than before.” 


During Dr. Duncan’s experiments, 
he muzzled the dog, took saliva from its 
mouth, applied it as a cleanser to the 
wound, and nothing happened. But 
when he extracted pus and fed it 
through the animal’s mouth, the lacera- 
tion began at once to heal. 


From this starting point, Dr. Duncan 
and his associates retrieved a vast fund 
of medical knowledge and introduced 
a trend which has been carried forward 
by scientific techniques at Rosedale. 


In actual practice, qualified users at 


Rosedale, take secretions from the si- 
nuses, throat, lungs (by coughing), 
blood serum and other sources. These 
substances are processed in the labor- 
atory, into an injectable material. They 
are injected into the body subcutan- 
eously (under the skin). 


The results on human beings is the 
same in principle, as Dr. Duncan’s dog. 
We are observing astounding responses 
at Rosedale. 


If the basic idea of Autotherapy, in- 
volving the capture and use of bacter- 
ia-ladened substances from the human 
body seems repugnant at first glance, 
let the reader consider the putrefactive 
materials from animal bodies, used 
these days in producing the various 
vaccines. 


Whereas the vaccines are produced 
from diseased animal flesh and there- 
fore foreign to human usage, and in- 
jurious, substances extracted from the 
human body and returned to the same 
person, have been found beneficial. 


Dr. Duncan summarized this theory 
of medical practice as follows: 


“A natural or sponstaneous cure of 
an infectious disease is due to the en- 
trance into the blood stream of the un- 
modified toxic substances developed 
within the focus of infection. When 





this occurs, the power of the blood 
serum is raised and the activity of the 
leucocytes stimulated, with the result- 
ant development of specific antibodies. 


“Autotherapy, or auto-immunization, 
is based on Nature’s method of cure; 
for by Autotherapy the patient is im- 
munized with, and therefore to, the un- 
modified toxic substances elaborated 
within his body, by the action of the in- 
fectious agent (symptom producing 
agent) on his body tissues. With Auto- 
therapy, the physician simply immun- 
izes the patient, with the same unmodi- 
fied toxic substances that Nature utiliz- 
es when a spontaneous cure occurs.” 


A FINAL WORD 


It should not be construed that Au- 
totherapy is the only system of treat- 
ment used at the Rosedale Clinic. There 
are instances and types of ailments in 
which it is prescribed as offering the 
best hope of a cure. Under these cir- 
cumstances supportive steps are also 
taken to assist. 


But it frequently happens that friends 
bring with them conditions to which 
other methods of treatment can best 
be applied. There is no assembly line 
at Rosedale. A sincere effort is made 
to achieve maximum results by giving 
thorough, specialized individual care. 
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
